The Deputies. 


Tue Deputies are to have several matters of great importance before 
them at their meeting next Sunday, and it is to be hoped that these will 
receive the very earnest atfention they deserve. In particular, the 
proceedings of the Jewish representatives in Paris are probably to be 
reported upon, and we may expect the recent Treaty with Poland to be 
the subject of consideration. There are also the questions affecting our 
people in other parts of Eastern Europe, notably the Ukraine, and the 
whole problem of the Jews and Palestine. All these pressing 
matters arise out of the work that has been carried on in Paris. In 
addition, the personal clement will be in evidence, for the officers and 
committees are to be appointed. We understand that Mr. ANTHONY 
DE ROTHSCHILD is being proposed as Vice-President of the Board in 
succession to Sir PHitip MAGNUS. This would be a happy selection, 
for Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD is a man of proven ability and zeal. Should 
Mr.. be ROTHSCHILD be elected, he will aptly succeed to the place 
so long filled by his late, ever-lovingly remembered father. Mr. 
ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD’S undoubted gifts the Board and the Com- 
munity will find of much advantage, while his election will also tend to 
smooth over the internal differences which have unhappily afflicted our 
Commupity in recent months. An equally pleasant note is struck by 
the proposed election of Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, K.C., as an Hon. 
Deputy. It was our misfortune @ difler profoundly from Mr. 
ALEXANDER during his Presidency of the Board. But we have 
yielded to none in our admiration for his devotion to Jewish interests. 
It is certain that his return to the Board, which we hope will follow his 
election, will bring a store of valaable experience to its deliberations. 
In our correspondence column, a thoughtful tetter will be found from 
Mr. Josepn L. Conen, M.A., which deals with a number of matters inti- 
mately affecting the Deputies. In printing this letter, we do not, of course, 
associate ourselves with all the views expressed init. Bot Mr. COHEN 
does represent opinions held by a large number of members of the Com- 
munity, and as such bis views deserve the consideration of our 
readers. 


Kolchak and the Jews. 


Tue telegram published in last Saturday's papers which Admiral 
KOLCHAK sent to M. SAZONOFF purports to explain his attitude towards 
the Russian Jews. The particular medium chosen for the profession is 
it must be said, significant. The Government (meaning thereby the 
Government of that portion of Russia of which he, at the time of writing, 
bad military contro!) is, says Admiral KoLCHAK, endeavouring to 
guarantee to all the peoples of Russia, without distinction of religion and 
nationality, complete equality before the law. This, be declares, will 
safeguard the personal welfare of all citizens; and he assures us 
that no racial strife which would interfere with the peaceful 
development of the life of any part of the population will be 
tolerated. The Admiral goes on to say that Jewish deputations have 
assured him of their loyalty and patriotism, and supported their 
assurances by considerable financialcontributions to his Army. It is 
strange how little we have heard of this active and very practical attitude 
on the part of Russian Jews in regard to the foes of Bolshevism, and how 
very much, per contra, we have been told of their Bolshevist enthusiasm. 
Leaving that aside, however, we may express a fervent desire to see the 
Admiral’s “endeavour” blossom into success. But we must 
confess that his progress hitherto has not filled us with confi- 
dence in the future, and it is a little difficult to conceive of his 
forees as carrying redemption to the Jews of Moscow. We never 
remember to have heard of Jewish freedom being blazoned on the 
Admiral’s banners, and we are not a little disturbed to find in a resolution, 
passed at the end of June by the Anti- Bolshevist Russian Republican 
League, the following disquieting statements: “ Kolchakism in practice

fully reflects its political and social character ; terrorism, suppression of 


all public activities, stifling of the organs of democratic administration 
« « No coming from Kolchak or his Russian associates 
can inspire confidence in those who have seen Kolchak, Denikin and 
Co. at work.” (We supply the italics). We shall be only too glad if at 
the end of the KolLcHaK march—which at the moment seems to have 
come fo a standstill, that its opponents say is decisive—lie liberty and 
happiness for our Russiap brethren. But frankly we shall believe in that 
golden age when we see its dawn—or at all events some convincing 
evidence that the army of Kotcnak, to say nothing of that of his 


co-operator, DENIKIN, is the special custodian of ordered liberty in 
Russia. 


German Anti-Semitism. 


THERE has always been a fear lest the defeat of Germany should be 
followed by an outbreak against the German Jews. It is so easy, on the 
oné hand, to escape the responsibility for an ignominous peace by 
ascribing it to Jewish machinations, and on the other to damn the new 
institutions by giving them a Jewish colour and overthrowing them in 
disorder. According tothe Daily Telegraph correspondent in Berlin, we 
are alréady in the presence of some such movement. He tells us of a 
definite anti-Jewish propaganda, which is exceedingly active and well fur- 
nished with funds, and hasresulted in what he describes as the beginning of 
thé first pogrom in Berlin—” a brutal cudgeling of people of a poor Jewish 
street by soldiers and well-dressed youths."’ All the big shops recently 
plundered, were, he says, kept by Jews. Incredibly coarse leaflets, 
circulated by the thousands, assert that the Peace delegation to Versailles 
was composed entirely of Jews, who sold Germany to the Allies, anda 
persistent agitation is kept up with the object of excluding all *' Jews, 
half-Jews and pro-Jews"’ from the army. The majority Socialists have 
seized the true inwardness of this propaganda. Ina manifesto signed by 
their leaders they point ont the object of the campaign. 

Monarchical wire-pullers [they say! who stand in the background and 


supply the pogrom with money, with both hands, wish to cover the revolution 


with shame at home as well as abroad, and resurrect right soon on the ruins of 
a degraded Kepublic the old monarchical régime. Thus can they serve their 
plans in several directions by one blow—bludgeon the Jews, bring the 
Republic into disrepute, restore reaction to the saddle. 

There is, of course, nothing new in this idea, Years ago the Russian 
reactionaries hit upon the plan of discrediting the revolution in Russia by 
describing it as Jewish, and of drowning it in Jewish blood. That 
plot did not in the end succeed in Russia, and we are confident that 
ultimately it will not pay in Germany either. But there is extreme need 
for vigilance in Berlin. The German authorities must realise that to give 
the reactionaries their head in this matter may be to play for immediate 
safety, but will result eventually in irreparable ruin. And the Jews of 
Germany will understand that now as ever the hope of the future hes 
with the progressive forces in the country, and not with the preachers of 
Chauvinistic and reactionary sentimert. They wil! best secure their own 
position and national prosperity by helping all those elements which are 
trying to rebni!d the new Germany on a basis of popular liberty and 
respect for treaties. 


The Ten Per Centers. 


Tue Committee which is “ considering" the new Aliens’ Bill con- 
tinues its antics from day to day, and succeeds in making each clause 
more bizarre and wonderful than its predece$sors. Its latest production 
—too silly it would appear to be persisted in, for the clause has now 
been revoked—-was the provision which proposed to limit the number 
of foreigners to be employed in any one business to ten per cent. 
of the total Why even ten per cent. was to be allowed we 
do not know; and we imagine that this inexplicable moderation 
will not stand the ordeal of another election, and that the next set of 
lawyers’ and spell-binders on the look out for a profitable “ stunt” will 
go one better—or ten per cent. better—and exclude altogether the possi- 
bility of such objectionable creatures as aliens being employed in this land. 
Given the assumption that every person not born in this country is a 
parasite and a menace, there would not surely be anything unreasonable 
in such a proposition. Indeed, the only illogical people are those who 
have such a profound disgust for foreigners, and yet would propose to allow 
even “ten per cent.” of alien employees to batten on the vitals 
and corrupt the morals of this unhappy and defenceless nation. 
It is astonishing that there should be such people at this hour of day, 
no doubt, but there they are, and they have to be reckoned with. 
Such proceedings as have taken place in the Commiftee however—and 
we do not only refer to the particular proposal to which we have alluded to, 
but to the general manner in which the whole question bas been handled— 
are not merely a blow at the real interests of the nation, but a deplorable 
degradation of Parliament. These anti-alien legislators may think 
they are doing the country a service. What they are actually doing is 
vitally to injure British interests, and to make themselves’ look 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world in the process. LEWIS CARROLL'S 
“ Mad Hatter” was a statesman if such as the “ten per centers” be 
politicians worthy of the name. 


The Free School’s War Record. 


THAT was a notable report which the President of the Jews’ Free 
School, Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD, was enabled to give, at the 
Prize Distribution of the Jews’ Free School, of the war work of the pupils 
and teachers.of the School. Ten members of the staff, he said, joined 
the Army, of whom two were wounded, and one killed. Of the old boys 
as many as 1,212 enlisted voluntarily, and of these 59 were 
killed, the total casualties numbering 234. Many of the boys 
joined under age, and—a most significant fact—a number of lads 
of Russian birth concealed their nationality in order to gain 
admission to the ranks. One “remarkable boy,” as MR. DE 
ROTHSCHILD described him, joined up at 13}, was twice wounded 
in Gallipoli, and served for two years before the Army discovered 
that :¢ was too young to fight! Moreover, the School won twenty dis- 
tinctions and honours, Here, to be swe, is a splendid record, and a 
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record which is very far from standing alone in the Community. But we 
make bold to say that it would surprise ninety-nine out of every bundred 
residents in London to hear of it, so dense are the prejudice and ignorance 
concerning the Jew, and particularly the East End Jew, and his work in the 
war, The Jews’ Free School, by its loyal service to the nation, bas earned 
the increasing interest of the Community, and now that it is allowed by 
the Peace to develop normally once again, we hope that it will fiad 
the utmost support. The School we see needs £3,000, in order to meet 
its liabilities for the maintenance of the structure, for religious education, 
and for the play centre. To provide this sum without delay would be 
but to pay the debt which we have incurred to it by its spirited loyalty 
and its devotion to duty during the terrible years through which we have 
passed. 


The London Jewish Hospital. | 


THe London Jewish Hospital has emerged from the realm of dream 
and argument, and is now a substantial reality. At present it consists 
of only an out-patients’ department, but the ‘rest of the equipment will 
surely follow ; for a movement which has pulled through such obstacles 
as have confronted this one, cannot fall short of complete victory. 
The hospital will be of the utmost atility to the Community, for it 
responds to a heartfelt need. But it is aot on that account alone 
that we rejoice in its success. What gratifies us, at least as much, 
is the evideace it offers of the sturdiness and determination of the 
Jewish masses in the pursuit of a cause that is dear to them. The 


- opening of the hospital is, in a word, a moral and spiritual, as well as a 


material triumph, and as such it is full of good omen for our people, 
while the freedom with which, in characteristically Jewish fashion, the 
hospital will cater with equal tenderness for the ailing of all races and 
creeds, will be a valuable influence in these days especially, and 
rid us of many of the present acerbities. The success so far of 
the Hospital presages a victory, let us hope, for the Jewish democracy, 
and not the first in our recent annals. But that should not absolve 
the wealthier members of our Communily from now taking their 
share in the hospital work. lor the conditions of a few years ago, when 
this institution was first proposed, have greatly changed; so that the 
arguments against its establishment are no longer valid while those for 
its necessity are greatly strengthened. We hope, therefore, that now the 
bospital has been launched, our coreligionists in all classes will help in the 
project for the sake of the blessing that it is certain to bear for the sick 
and the well alike, 


Rev. I. Simon { Manchester). 


We would like very cordially to associate ourselves with the tributes 
paid io Manchester to the Kev. I. Stmon on his attainment of his 
seventieth birthday. Mr. Simon has been for forty-five years the devoted 
minister of the South Manchester Synagogue. But his activities have 
never been limited to the four walls of his own congregation, and 
he has served with equal zeal all bis coreligionists in the city, Sephardi and 
Ashkenazi alike. Modest, retiring, and truly loving his sacred calling, 
he has been a worthy Jewish minister of the kind that is the strength of 
the Jewish pulpit. We hope that the Jews of Manchester will retain for 
a long time yet the benefit of_his wis® experience and spiritual 
ministrations, 


The Zionist Petition. 

WHAT must have been the mos! oumerously signed petition ever 
presented by Jews was handed to the Peace Conference in Paris the 
other day. It bore over 77,000 signatures, all of which had been verified 
by chartered accountants, and it contained an earnest plea for the 
Zionist ideal. There have been sceptics who doubted the ardour of the 
masses for Zionism. We wonder what other Jewish cause could have 
elicited so notable a petition. The petition, it will have been observed, 
was presented to the Peace Conference by the representatives in Paris 
of the Deputies of British Jews. This fact evinces admirable spirit on 
the part of the Deputies as well as of the Zionist Organisation, because 
allhough as is obvious the two bodies are not—at least officially—akin in 
their views and aspirations, still both have recognised that the Deputies if 
they would perform their true function must represent all shades of Jewish 
opinion in Anglo-Jewry,and that it is onlyright that they should be accorded 
by all sections that position in our Community. Asa Jewish Parliament 
the Deputies must serve impartially all interests and, if they are willing 
s2 to do, all Jewish interests in the country, while sacrificing nothing of 
their independent activity, should, as occasion may arise, manifest their 
trust and confidence in them. That way alone lies Communal! Unity— 
and progress. 


Than One Road.” 


Last week saw a large number of Jews ‘gathered in an East End 
Church. They came there, as Jews, anxious to express their heartfelt 
gratitude to a good man—the Kev. Father RicHARD WILSON—who has 
proved himself their friend for the last thirty-three years, as the address 
which they presented to him stated. The Rev. Father has shown invariable 
kindness to his Jewish neighbours—he has been “ zealous, earnest, sympa- 
thetic on their behalf.” During the air-raids, instead of taking his cue from 
certain “stunt” newspapers and maligning the Jews by misrepresentations, 
he provided protection and food for Jewish victims, and “ displayed a 
lively regard for their religious observances.” After one of the raids 
he housed at his own residence two or three entire Jewish families, supply- 
ing them with kasher food, and even with candles for use on Sabbath 
Eve. Small wonder that our coreligionists, ever responsive, as Jews are, to 
kindness, treasured up the memory of these acts and uttered their gratitude 
for them; and this journal, on behalf of the whole Community warmly 
associates itself with their demonstration. Men such as this Rev. father 
—alas, only too few—are, whatever their precise creed, the true builders of 
anewand betterworld. They helptokeep alive our belief in man—and.God 
Nor, we are thankfulto say, does this record of wisdom and human sympathy 
fiad uo counter-part among our own people. A notable and, as it turned

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. — 
THE ANTLALIEN “STUNT.” 


By Mentor. 


HERE are several reasons, in addition to the most obvious one, that 
make the agitation at present in progress against the aliens in this 
country of supreme interest and importance to British Jewry. The 
obvious reason te which | refer is that large numbers of those consti- 
tuting British Jewry are alien-born and, nationally, are not subjects of 


Great Britain. An agitation directed against aliens in general must‘ hit 
these aliens, Disabilities formulated for fimiting the activities or the 
opportunities of aliens must of necessity affect a large number of Jews, 
since a large number are foreign-born without naturalisation. A large 
number of British Jewry, however, are foreign-born with British natural. 
isation, and it cannot be ignored that the anti-alien “stunt” that is now 
proceeding is striving bard to include foreign-born inhabitants of this 
country, who are naturalised, as well as foreign-born inhabitants who are 
not. Indeed, as I showed in this column last week, taking the Morning 
Post asexample, some of the “ stuntier” among the “stunters” would 


have the sins of the fathers visited upon the children, even, at least, to the 


first or second generation. They would place disabilities upon, and 
treat as quast aliens those who themselves were not, as well as both 
their parents, born in this country. There are, as a matter of fact, one 
or two disabilities of this nature still existing here.- In the Admiralty, for 
instance, I believe there is a rule which precludes any man not born in 


Evgiand, and of parents born in England, from occupying certain posi-. 


tions in the Royal Navy. If the desire of these extreme anti-alienists 
is conceded—and the temper at present prevalent makes it by no means 
improbable that they may have their way—then a still larger number of 
community will be under.a disability not, perhaps as Jews, 
bat certainly by reason of the fact that they are Jews. For, 
our community are not able to trace back their Englishry to many 
generations because, under King Edward }., Jews were expelled 
from this country; for some 350. years Jews were not allowed to 
reside here; those few who did, lived surreptitiously under the false 
pretence of not being Jews; when they could do so the prejudice was 
so strong against them that many sought immunity in the baptismal font, 
and it is only in comparatively recent times that England did not 
maintain upon its Statute Book anti-Jewish legislation. It was, indeed, 
only a few years ago that the Jew, as such, could, in all respects, be 
politically an Englishman, and until then, necessarily, but a_ limited 
number of Jews desired to live under conditions of toleration. It is not 
a record to their shame that many of our brethren preferred open persecu- 
tion, which constantly tried their mettle, and put-them to severe proof it 
may be, but which could prejudice not at all their fine Jewish spirit of inde- 
pendence, rather than risk the enervating conditions of tolerance, at best 
a compromise of freedom, at worst a thin disguise of moral enslavement. 


The Moral Consideration. 


It will thus readily be seen how prejudicial to the Jews of this 
country individually must be the anti-alien legislation which these mad 
anti-alien agitators would desire to see placed upon the Statute Book. But 
as I say, there are other directions in which disabilities for aliens must 
inevitably mean disabilities for Jews, even if they are not so imtended, 
a is, for instance, what.I may term the moral effect. The anti- 
alien 
and illiberal reaction, a mental attitude that 
accentuated by the war, although it must be admitted that the 
war did not begin it. But conditions of international rivalry, of imter- 
national acerbity, of the unamenity of nation towards nation—such things 
as those which caused the war are the things that encourage the anti-alien 
feeling. The mental attitude such as caused the war, is a mental 
attitude diametrically opposed to every ideal of Judaism—if the Rev. 
Morris Joseph will not object to my offering an opinion upon that 
subject—and to the ideas which it is the mission of us Jews to 
inculcate in mankind and to propagate throughout the world. That 
attitude of mind feeds, we must remember, always upon its successes. 
Anti-alien legislation, such as is contemplated by .the anti-alien agitator, 
and such as the anti-alien “‘stunt’’ is urging, would therefore tend 
more and more to embitter the sentiment of one kind of man towards a 
different sort of man, of one race towards another, and one nation 
towards another nation. For your anti-alien wants more the more he 
has. Chauvinism, re-action, retrogression, being thus antithetical to 
Judaism, even if we Jews were not in danger of being affected personally 
and intimately by such anti-alien legislation as is contemplated—that is 
by reason of so many of us being aliens. and so many more of us being 
so nearly deseended from aliens as to be in danger of being classed as 
quasi-aliehs—it would still be our duty as Jews to oppose this insensate 
agitation which sins against the light of human brotherhood, and casts 
over the eyes of men the thick veil of hatred, suspicion, and contempt for 
their fellow men. 


Heresy.” 


But it is not merely on the human side, so to say, it is not merely 
as men, that this anti-alien “stunt” is of the utmost concern for Jews, 
What is the basis of the prejudice which is its life and being ? The historian 
Gibbon says that the inquisitors of old " defended nonsense by cruelties,”’ 
and no more accurate deseription could be applied to the anti-alien ‘stunt.’ 
In fact, the dream is one. Your religious inquisitor of old finds bis true 
counter-part in your national inquisitor of to-day. Then it was the 
religious belief into which a man was born that was the cause of offence. 
Now it is the national being which a man gains with his birth that is 
“fegarded as the point for persecution, And we can carry the same idea 
back and back until wecome to the priests and monarchs in primitive ages, 
who thought to please their gods by human sacrifice. The same idea 
really runs through much of the. bistory of human thought and action, 
derived.as it is au fond. from the barbarous and savage dislike of the

unlike. This passion, this prejudices this narrow-minded bigotry, this dis.

like of the unlike, is the same, whether directed to national differences 
or religions differences. LE-verywhere and at all times, too, it bas been 
defended by the same specious pleas of State advantage, State 
security, and public weal. Nor is it fair to say that those who 
nourish it believe not in their prescription. It is remarkable how 
prone human beings are to become slaves of their circumstances 
and to conscientiously come to believe that which best suits their 
book. During the war, for instance, men who did not wish to go 
out to serve quickly became real conscientious objectors to War. 
It was often extremely difficult to unravel expressed and genuinely-felt 
abborrence of War, in any circumstances and for any purpose, from 
the mere_personal motives which in Many cases of conscientious 
objectors—of course, by no means in all—had reference to the exigencies 
of their own individual position, to their dislike of military life and its 
discomforts, to the upset it would involve to their businesses or voca- 
tions, to the horror with which they viewed their separation from their 


family life, and so forth. Thus, it may well be, for like reason, that many _ 


who are foremost in agitating against aliens, have honestly and earnestly 
come to believe that they are serving a great cause in their wicked folly. 
As a well-known writer truly remarks :— 


The Greek King, Agamemnon, who immolated his daughter Iphigenia to 
obtain favourable winds from the gods, was perhaps a most affectionate father, 
and the séer who advised bim to do so may have been a man of high integrity 
They acted according to their beliefs. And so in the Middle Ages and afier- 
wards men of kindly temper and the purest zeal for morality were absolutely 
devoid of mercy where heresy was suspected. Hatred of heresy was a sort of 
infectious germ, generated-by the doctrine of exclusive salvation, 


It is in this “hatred of heresy’ or, rather, it is in the setting up of a 
fresh “ heresy in these days that the pressing danger resides for us 
Jews in this anfi-alien stunt.” 


Those who urge the drastic exclusion from these shores of 
foreigners would, I am yuite sure, epurn the very idea of being 
intolerant towards any religion, or towards any creed... But the 
heresy honting which makes of alien nationality its quarry, is no more 
commendable than heresy hunting, which has for its objective “ alien” 
religious belief. It is only after all a variation of the dislike of the unlike ; 
and Torquemada, scenting out Judaisers and those tainted with Jewish 
blood drawn from founts generations old, has his covnterpart in your 
anti-alien agitator who wou!d make inquisition into the genealcgy of 
men and women, in order to discover whether there was any foreign 
taint about them. Again I say that even if this <:nti-alien agitation 
did not—as it dees and is likely to progressivel;-—affect us Jews 
directly, we should still be bound—because we are Jews—to fight it. 1 
have always thonght that those men and women who, gatbed for 
sacrifice in the Sanbenito, were immolated at the Auto da Fe in the 
Ouemadero, gave up their lives for the Holy Name not merely because 
they refused to purchase safety by apostasy, but because. by their deatb, 
they did the only thing in their power to defy and resist the heresy- 
hunting of their persecutors. 


The Jew’s Duty. 


Now, we are by no means at the full flush, and thus we are certainly 
not at the end of the anti-alien agitation in this country. The tide of anti- 
alienism. has but just set in with anything like strength and persistence. It 
will grow in vigour and will wax powerful upon the victories it is winning. 
The social condition, the economic condition, the condition in general, in 
which the country is left after upwards of four years of the ghastly 
struggle in which it was engaged, are such as, without detailing them, we 
may be sure will tend to fan the anti-alien spirit, the sentiment of dislike 
of the unlike. Tous Jews, then,if we would be true to Judaism, which is 
equivalent to saying trie to ourselves, there is no alternative but to fight 
this sentiment, to sacrifice ourselves in resisting it, even as our 
forefathers sacrificed their very lives in defying and resisting the heresy- 
buating of the Spanish Inquisition. We must resist and defy the moder 
heresy-hunting. We must oppose and fight it actively, openly, unbesi_ 
tatingly, ahd we must do so as Jews because we are Jews, and becaus: 
the anti-alien “stunt” is a challenge to our Judaism. The late Lord 
Rothschild, whose Jewish instinct was frequently in the right and seldom 
wrong, perceived the necessily of fighting and defying this agitation years ago, 
when it was a mere rippling brook as compared with the turgid, swift. flowing 
river that it is to-day. He became a member of the Alien Comimission— 
I] imagine, if the truth be known, he asked to go upon the Alien Commission 
—because he knew that the alien agitation was a menace to the Jews oi 
this country.. Not merely to the " foreign ” Jews, be it noted, not inerely 
to the newcomers,” not merely to the undesirables.’ The agitation 
was born of a cult thatis the antithesis of the Jewish cult, and Lord 
Rothschild knew that, as the lay leader of British Jewry, his place was upon 
the Commission that was to examine the rights and wrongs, the reasou 
and the unréason of the-agitation there, doing what he could to safe 
guard his country from the worst madness of anti-alienism on the one 
hand, and his people from its manner on the other. That was 
the stand against the agitation he took. He dic not seek to meet 
it and resist its effects upon his own class by _ proclaiming 
himself British, and at the same time pillorying his fellow British 
Jews, who happened not to be born here, by differentiating 
them to the world as “ foreigners” and “aliens.” But there its a way 
in which we Jews can defy and fight and resist this agitation, and which 
can be adopted even by the least and !e>st considerable of us. We can 
defy and resist it each one of us in ovr lives. It is by standing forth as 
Jews and refusing the allurements of : ssimilat »n—by proclaiming, by the 
lives we lead, that there is nothing inc: nsisten in our being Jews, not only 
religiously, but Jewsin spirit and in thoug. ,a d in ourbeing loyal citizens, 
aiid worthy subjects of the State which we honour, and whose behests 
we obey. 

We must break down the barbaric notion that loyalty, good citizen. 
ship, the safety of the Realm, and the well-being of the State are in the 
least dependent upon the place in which those inhabiting a country first 
saw the light, just as it has always been our business to protest, as we 
Jews throughout the ages have protested even with our lives, against the 
notion that the interests of a country,or even the interests of Religionintha 
country, are to be served by a uniformity of creed on the part of th 
people of that country. No higher purpose, even for the benefit of the 


8 State itself, could we Jews perform than this. -If we would have evidence 
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of that, we need but turn to the Prime Minister, who, only last Sunday, 
told his Church audience in Criccieth: “ What the need of this land is 
to-day is not material but spiritual. I hail any movement advancing the 
great spirit of brotherhood. The one need of England and France is the 
healing and brotherhood of the Cross." We Jews may have good reason 
to be sceptical about the “ healing” and “brotherhood” of the particular 
instrument referred to by Mr. Lloyd George, as it has proved to be to us 
Jews. But that does not alter the value of his testimony tothe necessity of 
fighting the old idea which persecutes the unlike, because of the dislike 
which men allow themselves to engender. We must break the barbaric 
notion, or it will break us. A good-living Jew is no less an excellent 
citizen than a good-living Christian. A good-living man of any sort isa 
worthy subject of any country. His religious belief is no prejudice 
to his good living, nor is the accident of his birth. That is the principle 
for which we Jews must fight. Persecution, because of religious belief, 
has gone by, just as the sacrifice of human beings by priests and 
monarchs in primitive ages to please their deities, has vanished into the 
limbo of an almost forgotten past. But the spirit which sees political 
heresy in the accident of birth, is identical with the spirit which descried 
heresy in the accident of belief. It is the duty of us as Jews for the 
sake of our Judaism, and even apart from our personal interests as Jews, 
to fight this new heresy, the anti-alien “ stuot,” to resist and defy it as, 
in times that have gone by, we Jews have fought, resisted and defied, 
and indeed succeeded to some extent in banishing from the minds of men 
the older heresy which was dislike born of the religious faith of the 
unlike.

_ who has need of rest and a change, oh! so badly. Do you doubt that 


these Kiddies need their country holiday ? You should have seen the poor 
little wizen mites I saw a few afternoons ago, their little wasted frames 
looking so tired and worn—oh ! the Kiddies for whom I appeal to you need 
their breath of fresh air, of that there is no doubt, need it a hundred times 
more than you, dear reader, need the few pounds that would make so 
many of them happy and bring back to their wan cheeks something of 
the bloom of health and the sign of strength.

Sir,—The proceedings at the Committee on the Aliens’ Restriction Bill 
carry one back to 1903, when the Aliens’ Commission was sitting. The agita- 
tion that led up to its appointment was carried on by James Lowther and Sir 
Howard Vincent, and later on by Major Evans Gordon and Mr. Leverton 
Harris, No means were neglected in order to create the necessary “atmosphere.” 
A sustained press campaign, lurid articles about the East End of London, 
some exaggerated, most untrue, were part of the plan of campaign. Tales 
about the effect of the competition of the aliens, about taking the bread out of 
the mouths of the native workers, about overcrowding, which really was an 
indictment of the supime local authorities, all these means were used in order 
to pave the way for the Government inquiry and resultant Leyislation. 
Contents bills in large type with such titles as ' Pauper Alien Plague’ were 
extensively used in the preparation of the terrain, and the Commission was 
appointed. We were fortunate in having the late Lord Rothschild as one of 
its members, and he was heart and sou! with his brethren in their time of trial. 
We came very well out of the ordeal, thanks to the valuable evidence, Christian 
and jewish, we were able to lay before the Commission, and the Aliens’ Act that 
was ultimately framed wasa very mild piece of restrictive legislation. Immigration 
Boards were established, and I bad the pleasure of serving on that for the Port 
of London, and the total rejections were very few indeed. The people working 


the anti-Alien case now are led. by three lawyers, Sir Edgar Wild, K.C., Sir 


Jobn Butcher, K.C., and Sir H. Nield, and the tactics are the same, although 
the same papers are not working the ‘stunt.’ ”

CHILDREN'S SERVICES. 
GREAT SYNAGOGUE, | 


AN impressive Peace thanksgiving service for Jewish children attending 
public elementary schools was heid during the forenoon on Wednesday at the 
Great Synagogue. Among those preseat were Major H. B. Lewis-Barned, L.C.C. 


(accompanied by Mrs. Barned), and Miss Nettie Adler, L.C.C., both represent- 


ing the London County Council. Nearly seven bundred children attended, 
the majority being from the Jews’ Free School; Gravel Lane, Commercial 
Street, and Chicksand Street Schools were well represented. 

The service opened with the rendering of Psalm cxxi. by the choir, and 
the intoning by the Rev. A. Katz of Psalm cxvii. The Chief Rabbi recited 
the special prayer used in the Synagogues last week. 

‘After the prayer for the King and the Royal Family, 

The Cuincr Rapa ascended the pulpit and delivered an address to the 
children. He said that they had come together to offer prayers of praise and 
thanksgiving to the Almighty for giving victory to their country. Victory 
meant the ensurance of a reign of peace and tranquility, instead of an era of 
eternal strife and trouble. Jewry in the late war had nothing to be afraid or 
ashamed of. Their sons and brothers had acquitted themselves as Jews always 
should—as men. One of the sages used to say that every man should think 
that his good deeds and his misdeeds were equal, so that every fresh deed a 
man committed should be a good one in order to turn the scale 
in his favour. That saying applied to the congregation that day. They were 
the men and women of the future. 

The service terminated with the singing of Psalm cl. and Adon Olam. 

Mr. L. G, Bowman, Headmaster of the Jews’ Free School, supervised the

tion as a producing and exporting country. The latest achievement of the 


_ three lawyers is to get a clause passed in the teeth of Government opposition 


restricting the amount of alien labour which could be employed by any firm to 
10 per cent. of their whole labour. This isa boycott of industry which even 
Poland would not apply, and its effect upon the clothing trade, the fur trade, 
boots, furniture, costumes, blouses, tobacco, and other important industries 
would be disastrous. 

If anything were needed to convince one of the ineptness of Government 
officials, an example is supplied by Capt. Brady, Staff Clerk in the Industries’ 
and Manufacturers’ Branch of the Board of Trade. This well-informed 
functionary submitted to the Pensions Committee a list of one hundred tailoring 
firms of alien origin, and said “that the tailoring trade bad been allowed to 
lapse into the bands of aliens, mostly Russian.” “ Allowed to lapse,” indeed. 
when the present factory system of trade was established by aliens and is 
carried on for the most part by means of their lahour! This sapient official 
went on to speak of the large number of disabled soldiers for whom an opening 
should be made. I agree, but this could never be done if the firms now 
working were bound to employ ninety per cent. of native labour. It would mean 
the closing of the factories and the lock-out of both mative and alien workers. 
Capt. Brady suggests that “uniforms of all descriptions for the Army, Navy, 
Post Office, Police, Railways, etc., should be obtained “only from firms of 
British origin.” After the experience during the war of the phenomenal manner 
in which the alien masters and men met the demands made upon them by 
Britain and the Allies, this is a piece of ingratitude almost as pronounced as it 
is an exhibition of ignorance. Government departments would soon fiad shat 
out, if it were attempted to put it into effect. 

We have to recognise that the old fight has to be re-fought, that the hyma 
of hate is still being sung, not against enemies but against decent dwellersin our 
own country, and we must strive to our utmost to protect our brethren and our 
country from the calamity that threatens. 

P.S.—Since writing the above the clause has been thrown Out by 16 votes 
to 13.

FURTHER POGROMS. 


CHENSTOCHOW AND SZINARDOV. 


Warsaw [F.O.C.} 
New anti-Jewish disturbances have occurred at Chenstochow, in the course of 
which many Jews were assaulted, especially at the railway station. Soldiers 
took an active part in the rioting. The soldiers and the mob also attacked the 
shops belonging to Jews at Szinardov. A number of business places were 
pillaged, but eventually the Jews organised themselves and dispersed the rioters. 


LITHUANIA. 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.} 
A pogrom of considerable magnitude occurred at Ponevez. The distur- 


bances were organised by soldiers and hooligans led by agitators. The | 


Government promptly sent to Ponevez a Commission, headed by the Minister 
of Justice and by the newly-appointed Minister for Jewish Affairs, Dr. Soloweit- 
chik. 
Chief of Militia was dismissed. Proceedings were instituted against the rioters, 
and orders were issued to the soldiers, forbidding them to participate in pogroms. 
At the same time an appeal was issued to the population to abstain from rioting, 
and help was organised for the sufferers of the pogrom, 


LODZ. 


Warsaw [F.O.C.} 


Anti-Semitic disturbances occurred at Lodz, in the course of which many 
Jews were assaulted in the streets and beaten, A number of Jews also had 
their beards cut or torn off. 

At Lovitch, systematic searches were carried out in many houses inhabited 
by Jews and in two synagogues. The police and troops endeavoured in vain to 
find stores. of arms. Most objectionable was the search for arms among the 
Scrolls of the Law. During the domiciliary visits agitators spread a report 
that Jews had fired at Poles, and a number of Jews were assaulied and beaten 
in the streets. At Lovitch, too, many beards of Jews were cut and torn off. 


WARSAW. 


Deputies Nomberg, Farbstein, and Wineziher have investigated the pogrom 
in the suburb of Warsaw, Shiletz, and the attack on the abattoir. It was 
attended by cruel scenes, the sufferers having been mostly the Shochetim. 
‘Even a policeman fainted at the horrifying sights and the desperate cries of 
Shemang Yisroel coming from the victims. In the streets the Jews were 
dragged out from the cars-and beaten, and in some streets it was possible to 
walk on the beards cut and torn off. 


ALLEGED OUTRAGE ON JEWISH GIRLS. 


Six Jewish girls, aged from twelve to twenty, in Demblin, Poland, were ont- 
raged by Polish soldiers and thrown intothe Vistula. All weredrowned. Two 
‘hundred and fifty members of the Jewish Nationa! City Councils in Eastern 
Galicia bave been arrested by Polish military authorities and are to be interned 
in camps.—Jewish /’ress Bureau, Stockholm, 


EASTERN GALICIA. 


Last week two representatives of the Lemberg Jewish National Council, 
Dr. Schreiber and Dr. Korkis, together with Dr. Thon (Deputy for Cracow), 
interviewed the Polish Minister of the Interior in Warsaw, in regard to the ill- 
treatment of the Jews in Eastern Galicia. The Minister declared that according 
to his information the situation of these Jews was not bad ; and that as regards 
the compelling of Jews to do fatigue work, he would take steps, if permitted by 
the military situation, to try to end all differences between Poles and Jews.— 
Zionist Organisation, 


MURDERS AT KOLOMEA, 


After the occupation of Kolomea by the Rumanians under the command of 
General Zadik, the fourth division of the Polish Army wanted to march through 
‘Kolomea to Starislau. General Zadik permitted only one cavalry regiment to- 
‘pass throngh the town, whilst the other troops were ordered to use the railway. 
"On June 16th, a division of the Polish Uhlans marched into Kolomea, anda part 
“went to Slobodka Lesna, where there is an estate belonging to the Jewish 
’ Colonisation Association, with an agricultural school for the training of young 
Jews of both sexes as farmers for Palestine. The officer asked the 
students to what nationality they belonged, and upon their replying that they 
belonged to the Jewish nationality, he ordered the girls to be separated from 
the young men. A volley was thereupon fired at the latter, three of whom 
were killed. The dead bodies were brought on the following day to Kolomea, 
where a Jew from Turka, who had been killed by Polish soldiers, was being 
buried. On the following day the bodies of six more Jews were brought to 
Kolomea from the village of Rakowice, namely, four sons and a daughter of 
Meier Bartfeld, and the fiancé of the girl. The girl had been outraged and her 
body was dreadfully mutilated. At the post mortem examination the Polish 
district medical officer tried to maintain that death had occurred several days 
ago, accusing Ukrainian soldiers of the murder. But other members of the 
Commission, including the Rumanian Surgeon-Major, established the fact that 
the murder had taken place within the last twenty-four hours. On June 17th,

JEWISH DEPUTIES’ REPLY TO M. KORFANTY. 


Warsaw F.0.C.] 
Lately the Polish anti-Semites spread broadcast accusations against the 
Jews, charging the Jewish Bolsheviks with responsibility for the murders of 
Poles in Russia. When M. Korianty repeated the libel in Parliament, Deputy 
Wineziher rose and declared that the head of the Moscow Terror Committee 
isthe Pole, M. Dozerdinsky, and that the latter (and not the Jews) was responsible 
for the ill-treatment of Poles under the Bolshevik rule. M. Wineziher's 
statement was true in every respect, and Deputy Korfanty was unable 
to contradict it. He became confused, and replied that he knew that 
not all Poles were angels. “But why then do you expect all Jews 
to be angels, and why for the fault of one Jew you accuse all his coreligionists ? ” 
was the sharp retort of the Jewish depnties. To this no reply was 
retarned, but M. Korfanty proceeded to attack the Zionists for spreading 
exaggerated accounts of the occurrences at Wilna. His speech was full of 
accusations against Jews, but his conclusions were all against the expediency of 
Organising pogroms. The public will, however, translate his speech into an 
excuse for further anti-Semitic rioting. The Jewish Deputies, Griinbaum and 
Wineziher, in particular, strongly repudiated his statement that he knew of the 
existence of a German-Jewish agreement to spread false accounts of pegroms. 
They interrupted him to such an extent that they were threatened with exclu- 
sion from the sitting of the House. M. Diamand, a member of the Socialist 
Party, and a sympathiser with the Assimilation Group, rose for the first ume to 
defend the Jews. Hedeclared that it was unnecessary to argue whether the anti- 
Semitic rioting was of the nature of a pogrom, or bore the character of excesses 
only. Both pogroms and excesses should not occur in Poland, especially as the 
country depended on the goodwill of Europe. A prominent statesman, he 
said, even declared that every Jewish head was the cause of the.loss of some

“KOLCHAKISM AND) JEWS. 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Mr. Ropert RICHARDSON 
(Lab., Houghton-le-Spring), asked the Foreiga Secretary whether 
Admiral Kolchak's government has issued an otder which conscripts ail 
Jews for the infantry and forbids any Jew to hold a commission ; whether 
the propaganda department of Admiral Kolchak’s government is directed 
by the Holy Synod at Omsk and is issuing incitements against the Jews, 
on the ground that Bolshevism is created and sustained by the Jews; 
and whether the representatives of His Maiesty’s Government in Russia 
and Siberia have been instructed to take steps to prevent the persecution 
of the Jews. 

Mr. Ceci. HaARMSworTH (C., Luton) (Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs): I have no information in regard to the first or second parts of 
the question. I consider that the action attributed to Admiral Kolchak 
is unlikely to be founded on fact, having regard to a telegram recently 
despatched by Admiral Kolchak to M. Sazonoff, the Foreign 
Minister, representing the Omsk Government. In that telegram, 
Admiral Kolchak states that as he learns that the Jewish popula- 
tion in Russia is anxious as regard to its future, he considers it 
opportune to recall the views which he has frequently expressed. These 
views are to the effect that the Omsk Government is endeavouring to 
guarantee to all the peoples of Russia, without distinction of religion and 
nationality, compleie equality before the law, which will safeguard the 
personal welfare of all ci'izens. No special instructions have been sent 
to His Majesty's representatives at Archangel! and in Serbia, in regard to 
the possible persecution of Jews, and Admiral Kolchak’s telegram 
suggests that it is unuecessary, but the hon. Member may rest assured 
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Dr. Landau also presented a memorandum dealing with the difficulties -. 
of the Jews in Galiciain obtaining supplies of provisions, Dr, Galecki expressed

Jewish circles in Paris are very satisfied with the terms of the Treaty with 
Poland which was signed last week. The Jews are recognised therein as a 
national minority and full minority rights are granted to them, especially in 
respect of education and the observance of the Sabbath. Moreover, the Jews. 
in common with the other national minorities in Poland, are given the right o/ 
appeal to the League of Nations. The Jews of Poland are thus granted by the 
act of the Powers not only full emancipation but also special rights as a safe. 
guard for their culture. In this they have been treated equally with the other 
national minorities,~ The treaty bas of course still to be ratified by the Polish 
Diet, When this has been done the Jewish question in Poland will have been 
solved so far as ink and paper can solve it. Moreover the precedent set in the 
treaty with Poland will govern that still to be made with Rumania. 

For this very satisfactory result the principal credit has to be given to the 
Committee of Jewish Delegations which was constituted in Paris fast March, 
and of which. Judge Mack, the Chairman of the American Delegation, was the 
President. Judge Mack had to return to the United States some weeks ago. 
and his place was then taken=by Mr, Louis Marshall, also of the American 
Delegation. The sitigle-hearted devotion, reinforced by intellectual gifts 
and legal knowledge, placed freely at the ‘disposal of the Jewish people 
which these two-gentiemen displayed, has secured for them a permanent 
place in Jewish history. The day by day spade work which they performed, 
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"he innumerable conferences and consultations in which they participated, the 


thorough going devotion to fhe Jewish cause which they showed, have put the 
Jewish people in theic debt. -Limed with thém in this matter of Jewish national 
rights in Eastern Earope-willalso be the name of M. Nahum Sokolow, whe asthe 
ecied representative of the Jews of Poland, co-operated assiduously and 
céntinuoisly, and shares im the honours of the victory. The results attained 
justify the work’ of thé Committee.

, mittee of Jewish Delegation, but in this, as is evident, they failed signally, . On 
‘the other hand, Dr. Cyrus Adler, of the American Jewish Committee, who had 
no official connection with the Jewish Delegation, unofficially supported them 
‘to the uimost of his power. He also has earned the gratiiude of Jewry, and no 
‘record of recent Jewish bistory would be complete without a recognition of his 
services. | 
The Rushanian Queen on the Jewish Problem, 
Zuricn 
The Queen of Rumania received several Rumanian and foreign correspon- 
denis, and in the course of her statements she referred to the Jewish problem, 
The King, she remarked, was not an anti-Semite, and. though she thought that 
the Jews in Moldavia played a poor réle during the war, and generally did not 
compare favourably with the Jews of Western Europe, still great importance was 
attached in ruling circles to the solution of the Jewish problem because, as a 
result of the influence acquired by the Jews in England and in America, 
Rumania had encountered difficulties abroad in connection with the problem. 
In the meantime, however, the Yiddish and Hebrew languages are persecuted 
in Rumania, Hebrew courses are stopped, and frequently ominous signs appear 
on Jewish houses in Bucharest. 


Anti-Semitic Soviets. 


COPENHAGEN [F.0O.C.} 
It will be well for those who regard the Soviet Government of Russia as 
Synonymous with the rule of the Jews to acquaint themselves with the article 
by M. W. Ivantchikoff, which appeared in the Moscow Bolshevik organ, the 
Vetchernya l zuestia (Evening News). Thre writer asserts thatsolong asthe Soviets 
bad to deal with very small numbers of Jews only in distant Russian provinces, 
they were free from anti-Semitism. Quite different, however, is the case in 
districts thickly populated by Jews. He describes the harsh treatment of Jews 
by Soviet officials who go to the éxtent of imposing beavy contributions. on 
small, poor Jewish townlets. Thus the insignificant Jewish community of 
Kziovitchi was ordered to pay 500,000 roubles, whereas. the large.and rich 
neighbouring peasant communities were asked to pay 90,000 roubles only. At 
Klimovitchi (Mohilev) the Soviet classified the inhabitants according to their 
naironalities rather than their. social standing. In Many~ places food 
distributed to the rest of the population is denied to the Jews on the ground 
that they are profiteers and speculators. In requisitions by the State the Jews, 
as a rule, suffer most, and daily insults against them as such are committed with 
impunity by Soviet officials. 


Jewish Families Exiled in Poland. 
Warcaw [F.0.C.] 

A German force recently attacked the Jewish townlet of Verushov. During 
the bombardment the synagogue and thirty-seven premises occupied by Jews 
were damaged. In the course of the attack the Jewish population, consisting of 
six hundred families, abandoned everything, and fled to the forest and fields. 
When the Polish soldiers drove off ihe enemy, the Jews wished to return to 
their homes, but they wére refused admission, The neighbouring townlets and 
the authorities of the town of Velun refused to permit them to settle there. A 
deputation of the exiled Jews arrived at Warsaw, and, together with Rabbi 
Deputy Halpern, approached the Ministry onthe question. The Minister of the 
Interior promised that the exiles should either be allowed to return to their 
homes or take their goods and settle elsewhere. In the meantime, most of the 
six hundred families are accommodated in the forest and in the fields in 
proximity to Verusbov. 


Permits for Residence in Warsaw. 


According to the Moment, the Polish authorities have begun recently to 
impose fines on Jews who did not report themselves to the Regisiry-Office in order 
to obtain permits for their furtber sojourn in Warsaw. The fines are imposed, 
not only on well-to-do people, but also on Jewish workmen who bad lived in 
Warsaw many years. Of the numerous protests against these fines, only very 
few have been taken into consideration by the authorities. As these fines, ever 
increasing in number, are causing the economical ruin of thousands of Jews, a 
detailed memoria! will be sent to the head of the State (M. Pilsudsky) with the 
demand that the fines which already have been imposed shall be cancelled, 
amid that the order directing that the Jews as “ aliens ” bave to report themselves 
totbe Kegistry-Office shall be annulled.

Our opponepts always confront us with the alleged Jewish conquest of 
Hungary and fraternisation with the Bolsheviks. In reality, the Soviet 
Government of Hungary is not at all well disposed towards our coreligionisis, 
and the expulsion of Jewish refugees from Budapest continues with marked 
acceleration since the advent to power of so-called Jews, who, in fact, had long. 
ago severed their connection with the Jewish religion and with Jewish affairs. 
Questioned as to the causes of the antagonism of the Soviet towards the Jews, 
the Minister of Education stated that the Bolsheviks had found that the Jews 
were not loyal to Bolshevism. Moreover, the Soviet discovered that Zionism 
was very popular with the Jewish masses, although the Bolsheviks regarded (he 
movement witb suspicion, and deprecated its extension. 


The French Academy of Sciences. 
Paris [F.0.C.) 
Dr. Fernand Widal has been elected Member of the Academy of Sciences. 
He is Professor of the Medical Clinic at the Faculty of Medicine of the 
University of Paris, and is one of the foremost doctors of the day. The 
medical world is indebted to him for numerous discoveries, notably of vaccines 
for typhoid fever. Dr. Widal's lectures and hisclinical service are attended by 
students from all parts of the world. The Academy of Sciences is one of the 
five Academies that form the Institute of France, and Jews are represented in ail 
of them, viz.: Académie Francaise, M. Henri Bergson; Académie des Sciences, 
MM. Gabriel Lippmann, Jacques Hadamard, and Fernand Wida!l; Académie 
des Sciences, Morales et Politiques, MM. Lyon-Caen, Lévy-Brabl!, Raphael 
Georges Lévy, and Bergson; Académie des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres, 
MM. Salomon Reinach and Theodore Reinach; Académie des Beaux Arts, 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild. 


English Public Examination at Jerusalem School. 
JERUSALEM [F.A.C.) 

At the Evelina de Rothschild School for Girls, on the 17th June, the distri- 
bution of prizes and certificates to the pupils of the shorthand class, by Brig - 
Gen. R. Storrs, C.M.G., C.B. E., the Military Governor of Jerusalem, took place. 

Gen. Storrs said that it gave him much pleasure to be present to distribute 
prizes to successful students in the school, which he considered to be the bes¢ 
in Palestine. It was an achievement to be proud of that thirteen out of fourteen 
candidates—including the Headmistress, Miss Annie E, Landau (whe had so 
many other duties. to perform)—had passed the examination, and as he was 
proceeding to England shortly he would undertake to hand her certificate to her 
in London. Gen, Storrs then presented the prizes and certificates which had 
been received from England. 7

Jewish Activities at Karachi (India). 
KARACHI (F.A.C,) 
A mass meeting of the Karachi Bene-Israel Community was held in the 
synagogue, to pass resolutions of loyalty to the Empire and also to witness the 
opening ceremony of the Syndicate Building by Mr. Abraham Reuben, sub- 
engineer of the muncipality and Vice-President of the Community. The Syndicate 
was formed last year to provide cheap and healthy dwelling- places for the poor 
Jews of Karachi. The present structure, named after the founder, Mr. 
Abraham Reuben, was built at a cost of 35,000 rupees, and will accommodate 
nine families. They pay a small interest to the shareholders and expect to be 
able to pay off the capital at the end of fifteen years and hand over the building 
as an endowment to the Synagogue. The Collector of Karachi, in formally 
sanctioning the proposal of the syndicate, said that he bad no doubt that the 
formation of a syndicate of the members of the community dealing with the 
housing problem was a promising step, and he hoped that other communities 
in Sind would follow the example of the Jewish Community. A resolution was 
unanimously passed expressing sympathy with the great national idea of 
Zionism and appointing Mr. Abraham Reuben, who is leaving for Europe anc

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Board of Guardians, 


PROPOSED INCORPORATION, 


A MEETING of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday at the offices 
of the Board. Mr. Leonarp L. Conen, President, was in the Chair, and 
there were also present : 

Mrs. R. Waley Cohen, Miss Hetty Cowen, Messrs. F. D. Benjamin, Stuart Cohen: 
A. E. Franklin, M. A. Green, Morris Harris, Woolf Harris, G. Jacob, E. Moriey, 
A. H. Norris, S. Rosenfeld, I. J]. Rozelaar, F. H. Samuel, Selim Samuel, O. Selinger, 
A. Stiebel, and P. 5. Waley. 

A vote of condolence was passed to the family of the late Mr. N. Mayer» 
for many years one of the representatives of the United Synagogue on the Board: 


INCORPORATION SCHEME, 
Mr. F. H. Harvey-SaMveL, Hon, Solicitor, submitted a report recommend 
ing the incorporation of the Board. He said that there were four ways in which 


the Board could become incorporated—by Act of Parliament, by Royal Charter, 
under the Companies Act, and under the Charitable Trustees Incorporation 


Act 1872. The first two methods would involve great expense, and the last was . 


recommended as being the most convenient. If the Board were incorporated 
it would no longer be necessary to appoint trustees of its funds, as the funds 
would be held by and in the name of the incorporated body. This would mean 
that the expenses (about /100), which were incurred every time a new 
trustee was appointed, would be saved. Other advantages which would accrue 
{rom incorporation were that the Board would become a body capable of suing 
and acting in its corporate capacity; dealings in any land the Board might 
hold would be facilitated ; any liabilities incurred in carrving out the objects 
of the Charity would be those of the incorporated body and not of any 
individual. The Charity Commissioners favoured the proposal, and had 
themselves suggested it on occasions when they had been settling schemes in 
relation to funds in which the Board was interested. Incorporation would 
involve a change of name, and it was suggested that to meet the requirements 
of the Act, the name of the Board should be “The Board of Guardians and 
Trustees for the Relief of the Jewish Poor, Registered.” 

On the motion of the PresipEnt, the following resolutions were adopted : 

(1) Thatit is advisable that the Board should be incorporated under the Charitable 
Trustees Incorporation Act, 1872, and that the Honorary Solicitor be instructed to 
take the necessary steps tor the purpose. 

(2) That the name of the proposed Corporation be “ The Board of Guardigns and 
Trustees for the Relief of the Jewish Poor, Registered.” 

(3) That the laws of the proposed Corporation be in the form of a draft set of laws 
which have for the purpose of identification been signed by the President. 

A number of alterations in the laws of the Board, consequent on the 
proposed incorporation, were approved, subject to confirmation at a subsequent 
meeting. A design for the common seal of the Board was also approved, after 
some discussion, in which it was suggested that the design was not Jewish. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A letter was read from Mr. Lionel Stephany outlining proposals for a 
Myer Stephany Memorial Fund, which it is intended to apply for the benefit of 
poor widows in memory of the late Secretary of the Board: An annual gift to 
the Fund will be made by Mr. Stephany’s family. 

Mr. P. S. WALEY, the Treasurer, reported that as a result of six months’ 
operations the Board's deficit had been considerably reduced, though the same 
favourable result could not be anticipated in the future. 

Several legacies were reported.

Palestine shortly, to investigate and report personally on the subject. Zionism 
has already created a stirring and living spirit in the Community, and Capt. M. 
Solomon, G.M.S., and Mr. Enoch Reuben are taking an active and prominent 
part in the movement. 

Another impressive ceremony took place a few days later, viz., the dedica- 
tion of Mr. Abraham Reuben’s new bungalow. Three Scrolls of the Law were 
carried under a beautiful canopy. Kunners laid carpets all the way in front of 
the procession, which was headed by a band and men carrying torches. All the 
people sang Psalms, After several ceremonies had been completed, Mr. Reuben 
entertained the guests in the spacious court-yard of his bungalow. Vigil was 
kept till four o'clock in the morning, when the Scrolls were carried back to the 
synagogue in procession. 


A Polish Charge Against Jews, 


ALLEGED FABRICATION, 


The Polish Information Bureau in London has circulated the following 
document: * The undersigned members of the Danish Legation at Petrograd 
certify that on Saturday, April 19th, they witnessed a scene where the Jewish 
population fired on Polish troops at Wilna railway station.—Signed Saksenberg, 
Dr. Klein, and Ernst.” In answer to this document, the Jewish Press Bureau 
at Stockholm has received the following declaration by Professor Simonsen, 
late Chief Rabbi of Copenbagen: “It is notorious, and I received most 
authoritative confirmation that the whole Danish Legation in Petrograd was 
recalled vid Finland at the end of 1915. The persons in question are unknown 
to the Danish Government; their qualification as membeérs of Legation is 
nothing but a fabrication,—Jewish Press Bureau, Stockholm. 


Jews’ Share in Pacification of Tripoli. 
ROME 

During the last few weeks, active negotiations have been going on with the 
rebel native chiefs in the Tripoli Hinterland. The result has been a complete 
understanding and entire pacification of the whole of the Tripoiitan tribes. To 
this happy result Signor Halfalla Nahum, one of the leading Jews of Tripoli, 
has greatly contributed, as General Tarditi had the benefit of his advice and 
interpretation, at the special request of the Mohammedans themselves, through- 
Out the negotiations. 

Signor Toledano, a — resident of Shanghai, himself an Italian born 
in Tripoli, happening to be in Europe, proceeded to Tripoli, There he 
addressed the chiefs in the native camp in their own patois, and delivered to 
them a message of advice and of cordial good wishes from Italy and Italians 
overseas. 

On his return to Rome en route for Chioa, Signor Toledano had the 
honour of being presented to the King. 


Polish Jews’ Patriotism. 


The following statement was printed in the Press on Wednesday :— 

A meeting was heldin Lemberg on July 4th of the “ Union of Polish Jews,” 
under the chairmanship of Dr. Philip Schleicher, vice-president of the town. 
All classes of local Jews, and especially merchants and manufacturers, were 
represented. A resolution was passed expressing the determination of those 
present to stand firmly on the ground of Polish citizenship, setting aside all 
nationalist tendencies, After the meeting many members were enrolled into the 
society.

Dr. ISAAC MOLHO PASHA. 
ConsTantinopLe [F.O.C.] 


The death took place here on June 27:h of Dr. Isaac Molhbo Pasha, The 
deceased, who belonged toone of the most respected Jewish families in Salonika, 
occupied very important posts in the Government and was a celebrity in Otto- 
man Jewry. He was brother of the late Daoud Molho Effendi, Principal 
Dragoman to the Porte. 

Born in 1839, Isaac Molho entered the Imperial School of Medicine in 
Constantinople, which he left in 1861 with exceilent ceriificates and the grade 
of Captain, becoming Major three years later. On the accession of Abdul 
Hamid to the throne, Molho was promoted Lieut.-Colonel and appo:nted 
Assistant Physician to His Imperial Majesty. In 1883 he was promoted 
Colonel, and member of the Ottoman Commission representing the Sultan 
at the coronation of the Tsar of Russia. In the same year he was sent 
on a mission to Montenegro and Bulgaria. In 1885 he was attached to 
the suite of the King of Sweden and Norway during his visit to Varna, 
and a year later the Sultan sent him to the Dardanelles to receive the present 
King of England, George V. In that year, too, he was promoted to be Kear- 
Admiral, was appointed Medical Inspector of the Fleet, and was sent on several 
missions to the Prince of Naples (now King of Italy) and the German Empress. 
In recognition of his valued services he was, in 1590, appointed Inspector- 
General of the Navy, and in 1902 raised to the grade of Vice-Admiral, On 
account of his advanced age he was placed on the retired list in 1908. Isaac 
Motho Pasha possessed nearly all the Turkish Orders, and was Officer of the 
Crown of Italy, Commander of the Orders of Danilo (Mqntenegro), Vasa 
oot and Norway), Stanislas (Russia), the Saviour (Greece), and several 
Others. 

From an early age the deceased took an enthusiastic part in Jewish affairs. 
He was a founder of the great National Jewish Hospital, “Or Ahaim,” in 
Constantinople, and one of its pillars as Honorary President until shortly before 
his death. More than once be was elected President of the Jewish Consistory 
of Turkey, and always lent his valuable co-operation to the development of all 
the philanthropic and educational institutions in the Empire. He bequeathed 
ms great ss of his estate to communal institutions, notably the Or Aham 

ospital,

MR. NAPHTALI MAYER. 


The death took place on Sunday last of Mr. N. Mayer at the age of sixty- 
four. The deceased, who was born in Rumania, was the head of a firm of 
tobacco importers with extensive ramifications. His business frequently took 
Mr. Mayer to the Near East, of which he had a unique knowledge. He 
possessed remarkabte linguistic qualifications. He revealed something of his 
acquaintance with Near Eastern affairs in a lecture which he delivered at the 
Beth Hamedrash in 1913 on the Jews of Turkey. In this lecture, which was 
subsequently printed for private circulation, Mr. Mayer described the promul- 
gation of the first Turkish Constitution, at which he was present, and be gave an 
interesting historical account of Turkish Jewry. 

The deceased gentleman took a considerable part in communal affairs. He 
was Warden for some years of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, manifesting a 
special interest in the religion classes, to which he was a liberal contributor, 
He was a member of the Jewish Board of Guardians for over thirteen years, 
and interested himself in several other Jewish charities. Endowed with a 
generous nature, his benefactions were large but mostly unobtrusive, and he was 
seldom appealed to in vain for any worthy cause, He leaves a widow and four 
married daughters to mourn his loss. 


SOME Tris PES, 
This morning there was laid to eternal rest one of the best of men, 


the best of friends. With the passing away of Naphtali Mayer, a good 


Jew and a true gentleman disappears from our midst. We deplore the lossofa 
man distinguished in every way for strength of character, nobility of sentiment, 
deep faith, and strong loyalty. Modest and retiring in his ways, he was none 
the less a great force for good, for he remained great in adversity and great in 
success. No one ever appealed to him in vain: no good cause had to be pre- 
sented to him twice. He always responded, not only generously, but in a judici- 
ous spirit. He wanted to help, and not merely to give a donation. His advice 
rang true; his friendship was ever staunch and unshaken. He gathered many 
friends, and to all of them he was an inspiration. No one more than myself had 
reason to be proud of his friendship, which lasted unbrokentotheend. A keen 
man of business and a man of unblemished character, he was incapable of a mean 
thought. A devoted son, a loving husband, an admirable father, he carried with 


him through life the best traditions of religious training. He respected and loved 


scholarship, and he bonoured men not for their money but for their worth. In 
whatever capacity he acted, people could rely on his integrity and on his kindness, 
There is no charity, no educational institute, with which he was not closely 
connected. Broad-minded, tolerant, with a golden heart and a luminous mind, 
his services were always placed willingly at the disposal of Community and 
friends. He was also a true lover of Zion, one of the first members of the 
Chovevi Zion Society, He gave practical expression to bis devotion to the Holy 
Land by introducing the culture of tobacco in the Jewish colonies, His 
endeavours promised great results but were frustrated. But his love for the 
Holy Land and for his people remained unaffected. The void which has been 
created will be great and deep in spite of his retiring nature, He was like the 
foundation stone lying deep down in the ground, upon which the communal 
and social fabric rest. To him truly may now be applied the words of last 
Saturday's portion: “Behold I give unto thee My covenant of peace, loving 
peace, everlasting peace.”

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


MR. F. S. SPIERS, B.Sc. 


HE “ Great Communal Scheme," as the Jewish War Memorial 
movement has been described, is based upon the strengthening 
of traditional Judaism in this country. Since it has been placed 
before the Community, the question has been asked: “ What 
is Traditional Judaism ?"’ and the difficulty of a precise and 

concise definition has been thrown in the teeth of the promoters of the 
scheme, who, it has been alleged in some quarters, are asking the Com. 
munity to support something the exact 
nature of which they are unable or unwil- 
ling to put into words. With a view to 
crystallising opinion on this subject, a repre- 
sentative of the JewiSH CHRONICLE has 
solicited the views of Mr. I’. 8. Spiers, B.Sc., 
who may be said to represent a school of 
enlightened orthodox Jewish thought. As 
a son of Dayan Spiers, and himself equipped 
with no mean modicum of Jewish scholar. 
ship, he possesses the additional qualifica- 
tion of being a scientist of considerable 
attainments. As Secretary of the laraday 
Society, he has rendered eminent services 
to the causé of scientific research in this 
country, and he is the Secretary of the 
exhibition at present being held under the 
auspices of the British Science Guild which 
seeks to place the results of modern 
British scientific achievement before the 
public. He has taken a leading part in the movement for the better- 
ment of elementary Jewish religious education in the Metropolis, and* 
there is, therefore, no layman who is better entitled to express his views 
on the question which formed the subject of this interview. Mr. Spiers 
desired it to be understood that he gave his own personal views, though 
he expressed the belief that they were shared by many people. 


FUNDAMENTAL CONCEPTIONS, 


“You ask me,” Mr. Spiers said, “what is traditional Judaism’? Ia the 
first place, I desire to emphasise my opinion that traditional Judaism is concerned 
with every aspect of life, and in that respect traditional Jews differ from our 
Liberal friends who look upon Judaism solely as a religion, and in other respects 
regard Jews just the same as their fellow-citizens. The traditional way of life 
is primarily based on the fundamenta! conception of God and His relation 
to the world. This, one may say, is sbared by Jews of every shade 
of thovght. But in our view, whatthat way of life is, is to be found 
in the Torah, which is its primary source, and in Judaism as practised 
by its adherents in past ages, and as crystallised, as far as life can be crystallised, 
in Talmudic and rabbinical literature. As it is founded on ceriain basic 
monotheistic principles, its fundamentals are probably unalterable, but it 
undoubtedly develops in detail and in its applications with the expanding 
consciousness of the Jewish people. And, of course, one factor in this expanding 
consciousness is the general progress of the world in thought and in outlook, 
No form of Jewish life can be said to be traditional unless it harmonises with 
catholic Jewish thought and practice. When I say catholic, I bave in mind 
catholic in time as well as im space.” 

REFORM AND CHANGE. 

Mr. Spiers proceeded to elucidate this argument. 

“I mean to say that a practice or a thought can only be said to be truly 
Jewish if it forms an organic whole with the Judaism of the past, and it must 
receive at least the silent and unconscious assent of corporate Jewry of the 
present day. In this conception of development I consider we differ funda- 
mentally from our Liberal friends. In their view change is defined by the 
demands of the age, :.¢., of the non-Jewish environment, rather than by the 
demands of what is the Jewish consciousness. If this be so, Reform is nof 
development at all, it is merely change, and, therefore, not an organic process.” 

THE CODES 
You spoke of the crystallisation of Judaism in Rabbinic literature, our 


representative interposed. Is it not a fact that the codes play an important 
role in traditional Judaism ? 


Mr. F. S. Spiers, B.Sc, 


“I think the code expresses the practice of the day in which it was : 


written, but you have only to look at the history of the codes to see that 

modifications and amendments are made tothem. The code represents the 

exireme application of Jewish principles tothe minutest activities of life.” 
BIBLICAL CRITICISM. 

How far can traditional Judaism accord with the results of Biblical 
criticism ? 

“The answer to this is two-fold. In the first place, while it is probably 
quite legitimate for a student to accept the latest theories which criticism puts 
forward as working hypotheses, just as a man of science does, it is im:possible to 
regard them as final, or in any sense as absolutely true. Modern Bible 
study is based on a conception of law and literature which is essentially 
Western and which, for all we know, may be fundamentally wrong when 
applied to a product of a Semitic people like the Jews. A 
Western legal writer looks for a logical consistency of expression 
which was quite foreign to the oriental mind. Moreover, the language of the 
Hebrew Bible is to a great exient the language of poetry and imagination and 
not that of science and legal precision. Hence Rabbinical interpretations which 
seem so fanciful and even outrageous to a Westerner were felt by the Jews to be 
quite consistent and in harmony with the real meaning of the Bible text. A 
further point to consider is that Hebrew not having been a spoken language for 
so long, we are not always able to understand the true meaning of the Hebrew 
idiom, and as all criticism is based on exegesis, it obviously can only be 
accepted very tentatively while exegesis is based on so faulty a foundation. 
One must wait until a new Jewish school of scientific Bible study arises on the 
soil of Palestine before one can have ariy final judgment as to the Origins of the 
Bible books or their correct interpretation.” 

DEEP ROOTS. 

But Mr. Spiers went on to urge that really traditional Judaism is to a large 
exient independent of the results of Biblical criticism. 

“The Liberals,” he said, “lose sight of the fact that Judaism has two 
foundations—Talmud as well as Bible. This means that its roots are driven so 
far into the core of Jewish life as it has been lived for countless generations 


that no new theory as to the exact structure of one of its foundations can be

Zionists and the Deputies: 


A Question of Policy. ; 


From Mr. JOSEPH L, COHEN, M.A.,, 4, Gerrard Street, W.. 
(To THE Eorror. } 

Sir,—The newly elected Deputies have begun their activities, and perhaps 
the private member has a right to ask what is iis policy. .‘‘ The protection of 
Jewish interests at home and abroad,” which is the usual siatement of aim, is 
far too vague to be really enlightening. What is needed is a progranime based 
on an analysis of the position in which World'Jewry finds itself to-day. | 

For the time being the Deputies are in grave danger of losing prestige 
because of their unwillingness to lead the Community they represent, and 
because of their staltifying alliance with the Anglo-Jewish Association. Their 
lack of leadership is in glaring contrast to our great need for that quality during 
these momentous times. Instead of clear purposes we are given skilfully devised 
but unstablecompromises, instead of bold planning and well thought out activities 
we are presented with diplomatic pronouncements on the theme “ wisdom dictates 
passivity.” Thus there were, we are told, valid reasons why the representative 
of the Deputies did not investigate conditiofs in Poland, and again, why the 
Deputies did not hold a protest meeting against the Pogroms. And naturally 
there were, forsooth, the best of ceasons why the claim for Jewish national 
minority rights, signed by representatives of the Jews of every couniry except 
England, should not be signed by the Deputies’ representative. The Deputies 
have evidently been inspired by a policy of withering negations. And yet so 
far as any attempt bas been made to ascertain the sentiments of the Jews of this 
country on these subjects, they are overwhelmingly in favour of doing what 
the Deputies in their detachment from the currénts of public opinion decided 
not todo, Yet it still claims to represent Anglo-Jewry. 

It is of course inevitable that a false conception of Jewish interests abroad 
should be accompanied by a mistaken policy for dealing with Jewish needs at 
home, The devastating anti-alien propaganda which is being carried on in 
this country is engendering and disseminating anti-Semitism of so virulenta 
character as to be regarded by very many close observers as a grave menace to 
the Jowsof the country. Mere prudence dictates that every energy should be bent 
to the task of meeting it. And yet after a merely half-hearted effort, the 
Deputies practically confess themselves unable to tackle the danger. At home 
and abroad the proceedings of that institution are characterised by lack of 
insight and a lack of energy, as was indeed,openly confessed by the President ia 
his introductory statement at the first meeting of the present session. 

A particularly strong proof of this is furnished by the way in which the 
records of Jewish service in the war have been treated. Repeated assertions 
have been made in the Press and on the platform that the Jews bave been 
shirkers, have avoided volunteering and escaped conscription. One would bave 
thought that the records on this matter would bave been carefully analysed and 
reports issued to the Press periodically, as was done with such good effect in 
ihe United States. But even to-day, nine months after the signing of the 


armistice, we have no official statement of the part played by the Jews in the

able to affect its stability and validity. In course of time Judaism has derived 
new authorities apart from the Bible though originally rooted in the Bible.” 

VARIATIONS IN PRACTICE, 

Our representative put to Mr. Spiers that there are many gradations of 
observance among so-called traditional Jews and that this added to the 
difficulty of definition. 

“J admit,” he replied, “that one must face the difficulty that ibere are 
many variations in practice at the preseat day. Who is to say what 
harmonises with Catholic Jewish thought and what is foreign to it? 
This difficulty has only arisen since the era of emancipation which broke 
down the unity of Jewish life and of Jewish authority. I believe it can only be 
solved by the creation of a new centre of authority, but that centre of 
authority in all probability will be neither code nor Sanhedrin, but the living 
Judaism restored to the land of its birth, and allowed to develop on its 
own soil, in its own way, following ils own genius, without being 
hampered by external forces or outlooks. In other words, the solution 
of the problem of modern Judaism is to be found in Zionism, particularly 
in that aspect of Zion which emphasises the necessity for re-creating a true 
Jewish life based on the old religious foundation and acting as a bond of unity 
for the scattered Communities of the world, inspiring them afresh with the 
old spiritual and ethical values, and pointing once more the way of life 
which Judaism demands of them under the new conditions,” 


JUDAISM IN THE DIASPORA. 

You admit, our representative asked, that there are difficulties in the practice 
of traditional Jadaism in the Diaspora? 

“Yes, but they are not problems which arise out of the essence 
of Judaism itself, They are really litthe more than practical diffi- 
culties which stand in the way of living a Jewish life. While one 
fully realises the difficulties of following Jewish practice, living as we do in a 
non-Jewish environment, the resistance to succumbing to temptations would be 
increased if our teachets of Judaism were to make clear to the rising genera- 
tion that Jewish life forms an organic whole, and that it really expresses some 
fundamental and ethical values which cannot be preserved unless they do 
find expression in practical observances. I have never been able 
to understand what the critics of traditional Judaism mean when 
they speak of it as not being in harmony with the spirit of the day. If 
they mean it is not in harmony with the prevalent materialism and hedonism, 
one may fully admit this fact and glory in it, But if they mean it is not in 
harmony with the best thought of the day, with the notion of unity and 
progress, with the conception that the visible world is merely the 
outward expression of a spiritual essence, then I strenuously deny 
that allegation. There is not a _ single phase of Jewish life 
which does not illustrate and empbasise the spiritual foundation of 
the world and of the life of man. The dietary laws are an excellent 
example, for they lay stress on the control of man's spiritual nature over his 
material frame, which he has inherited from lower organisms. If one can find 
no direct scientific or hygienic value in them, they are abundantly vindicated on 
this account. After all, the essence of Judaism is that life is holy, and nothing 
can bring before one in so fitting a fashion that it can never fade into the back 
of one’s consciousness than these constant reminders that the lower nature of 
man has to be ruled by the higher, The Sabbath emphasises this truth in an 
even more —— ws and in : = whose ideals are almost exclusively 
economic, and whose values are wealth and power, it is im ible to Overrate the 
significance of the Sabbath as a reminder of the spiritual saline of the univers,”

supreme effort made by the British Empire. This absence of preparedness has 
been taken advantage of by our enemies to the full. Even when the records 
are at last published they will not be able to remove one-tenth of the Jew hatred 
rampant to-day which can be traced directly to the lying statements about the 
part played by the Jews in the war. The leaders of the Deputies have in effcct 
refused to lead Anglo-Jewry or to follow the impulse of its masses, 

But perhaps even worse has been their insistence on the alliance with the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. The shock tactics of the President at its first meet- 
ing greatly surprised and pained many of the newly-elected deputies. They 
were taken aback and utterly nonplussed when he confronted them with an 


ultimatum which involved either his resignation, together with that of the Vice- 


President and the Treasurer, or the acceptance of the unpopular renewal of the 
treaty between the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association. He made little 
pretence of arguing the case for the alliance on iis merits. " He branded all who 
were opposed to the “ Treaty” as sectionalists, and raised a bogey which has 
served the purposes of the League of British Jews. A picture of the foreign 
Jew, the Russiau Jew, the alien was conjured up as laying down the law to the 
British-born Jew. | 

The irony of the situation is just this: that it is those opposed to the 
aenewal of the “Treaty"’ who are fighting sectionalism, They object to the 
undue and unfair share given to a few non-representative individuals in the 
representation of Anglo-Jewry in Foreign affairs. Surely, to give the Anglo- 


Jewish Association, with less than two thousand members, eight representatives, — 


and the Deputies, with their seventy or eighty thousand constituents, only eleven 
representatives is to favour interests to a degree that could only be justified on 
the theory that the English-born Jew is inherently superior to the foreign-born 


Jew and bas greater right to govern, and on the assumption that the Deputies 


represent only foreign-born Jews. 

One wonders whetber it could have been seriously suggested that those who 
‘are determinedly set against the abuse, whereby the Anglo-Jewish Association 
has “half the voice in and half control of the conduct of the foreign affairs of 
the Community,” are really guilty of sectionalism. Of course, it was not 
serious. It was merely the cheap coin of Parliamentary tactics. Indeed, it 
was even believed that the former Liberal member for Whitechapel would have 
supporied a resolution against the renewal of this unfair treaty, instead of 
which he has bolstered up the Joint Committee, an instrument of privilege. 

The charge of sectionalism should have been the very last one made 
against the Communal Organisation Committee of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, which has devoted its energy to encouraging and helping religious and 
secular Jewish organisations to seek representation as Deputies. It has set 
itself the task of making the Deputies fully representative of the Jewish 
democracy of the country. Who will deny that it is justified in claiming no 
small part in bringing about the large representative gathering that we saw last 
month? Who will deny that the zest introduced into the elections this year 
Awas due to its vivifying influence ’ 

Moreover, from the day of its formation, three months ago, it bas 
welcomed the light of the fullest publicity. The~very circular which was 
criticised, and unfairly criticised, by the President, was sent to him by this 
committee. Six charges were made against the Joint Committee in that cir- 
cular. It is alleged that “the Joint Committee is anti-democratic,” that “ it is 
a menace to Zionist interests,” that “it is a clumsy instrument,” that “it con- 
stitutes a weakening alliance,” that “it has been tried and found wanting,” and 
that, whatever might have been its uses in the past, “it is no longer needed.” 
All these charges are clearly formulated and supported, and yet the supporters 
of the present Joint Committee make no at empt to refute any of them. 

Let me, however, indicate the real root of the opposition to the Joint 


Commitiee. There are in Great Britain twenty thousand paying supporters cf 


Zionism, i¢., of a national Jewish outlook. They have received the 
support of seventy-seven thousand signatories to tbeir petition for a 
Jewish Palestine. The lecal Zionists raised one bundred and twenty 
thousand pounds for their purposes last year. Now, this organised body is 


determined that ithe. small groxcp of anti-Zionists now running the - 


Anglo-Jewish Asscciation, a weak body with less than two thousand members 
and an annua! income of two thousand pounds, shal! no longer be in a position 
to misrepresent the sentiments and purposes of Anglo-Jewry. The Anglo- 
Jewish Association may claim what satisfaction it desires from the fact that the 
newly-elected Board, as aresult of a threat of resignation on the part of the 
Executive, was induced to renew the “Treaty ” for a year. 

Had the issue been a clear one, the Board would have repudiated it by a 
large majority, and the time will come soon when that issue will be made clear. 

But no change of the form or even of the spirit of the Deputies will suffice 
to effect those reforms in the relation of the Jews to the non-Jews that a majority 
of Anglo- Jewry regard as desirable. There is a small self{-willed group in our 
Community that regards itself as superior to any representative body of Jewry. 
Its policy serves its own selfish interests in such a way as to cause harm to the 
interests of other Jews in Great Britain and abroad. This group scorns the 
will of the majority of the Jews of the country, and not only refuses to submit 
to it but even takes measures to frustrate and counteract it. And to effect its 
purposes it does not disdain to work in the dark, doing untold mischief. 

Dr. Weizmann, .in his recent address to the English Zionist Federation, 
threw down the gauntlet to these “unauthorised representatives, or so-called 
sepresentatives.” them. come out in the open and let them show their 
hand, so that they could easily prove whom they represented. They were 
abusing their social position in order to exercise pressure in high quarters, and 
10 avert imaginary dangers which they fancied threatened them personally.” 

When, again, it serves their purpose they issue pronouncements. to the 
Press, abd as a rule to the most anti-Semitic portion of the Press, thus playing 
directly into the bands of our avowed enemies. Once again, on July 3rd, the 
Morning Post used the authority of “the Ten” to demonstrate that Jews were 
pre-eminent everywhere in “our great industrial centres, cunningly stirring up 
trouble and working for industrial chaos.” So long as this group retains the 
power to barm the rest of the Community, so long will it be impossible for us 
to present aunited front toour non-Jewish opponents. Anti-Semitism is largely 
an iudigenous product, the fruit of the policy of a small governing class who 
have been able to usurp a position of authority, and we cannot hope to protect 
ourselves here and to increase our prestige abroad until we know that the will of 


the Anglo-Jewish parliament will be accepted as law by the Jews of the country. 


Measures must be taken quickly to prevent our lawless members from doing 
any further mischief, |

A Sermon for the Week.

EVERYTHING FOR THE BEST.—I. 


“ Wind and storm fulfi ling is word.” —Psalm calvii., 8. 


Ir is an old Jewish saying. One of the Sages of the Talmud, Nahum, the 
man of Gamzu, is said to have been so named because, whatever happened to 
him, he invariably proclaimed, 7310? Vf 0), “ This also 1s for the best.” The 
story is related of Kabbi Akibab that be was compelled by persecution to quit 
his native land and wander as a fugitive in foreiga parts. His whole equipage 
consisted of a lamp, which be used to light at night in order to study the Law, 
a cock, which served to announce to him the rising dawn, and an ass, on which 
he rode. The sun was gradually sinking beneath the horizon, night was fast 
approaching, and the poor wanderer knew not where to shelter his head or 
where to resi his weary limbs. Fatigued and a'most exhausted, he came at 
last to a village. Lie was glad to find it inhabited, thinking where human 
beings dwelt there dwelt also bumanity and compassion ; but he was mistaken, 
He asked for a night's lodging—it was refused. He was therefore obliged to 
seek shelter in a neighbouring wood. “It is hard, very hard,” said he, “ not to 
find a hospitable roof to protect me against the inclemency of the weather. 
But God is just, and whatever He doests for tie best.” He seated himself 
beneath a tree, lighted his lamp, and began to study the Law. He bad «carcely 
read a chapter when a violent storm extinguished the light. “ What,” exclaimed 
he, “ Must I not be p-rmitted even to pursue my favourite study? ut God is 
just, and whatever He does is for the best.” He stretched himself on the 
bare earth, willing, if possible, to have a few hours’ sleep. He had hardly 
closed his eyes when a fierce wolf came and killed the cock. ‘“ What new mis- 
fortune is this?” ejaculated the astonished Akiba. ~‘ My vigilant companion 
is gone! Who will benceforth awaken me to the study of the Law? But God 
is just: He knows best what is good for us poor mortals.” Scarcely had he 
finished the sentence, when a terrible lioncame and devoured the ass. ‘’ What 
is to be done now?” the lonely wanderer asked bimself. “‘ My lamp and my 
cock are gone, my poor ass, too, is gone, allis gone.” Lut praised be the Lord, 
whatever He does ts for the best.” We passed a sleepless night, and early in 
the morning went to the village to see whether he cou!d procure some b¢-ast of 
burden to enable him to pursue bis journ.y. But what was his surprise not to 
find a single individual alive! It appears that.a band of robbers had entered 
the village during the night, killed its inhabitants, and plundered their houses 
As soon as Akiba had recovered from the amazement into which this wonderful 
occurrence had thrown him, he lifted his voice and exclaimed: “ Thou preat 
God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, now I know by cxperience that poor mortal 
men are short-sighted and blind. often

what is intended for their preservation. But Thou alone art just and kind and 
merciful. Had not the hard-hearted people driven me by their unhospitality 
from the village, I should assuredly have shared their fate. Had not the wind 
extinguished my lamp, the robbers would have been drawn to the spot, and 
have murdercd me. 1 perceive also that it was Thy mercy which Ceprived me 
of my two companions, that they might not by their coise give notice to the 
robbers of my whereabouts. Praised then be Thy name for ever and cver!™ 
In the 148th Psalm, written for use in the Jewish service immediately after the 
return from the Babylonian captivity, all the works of God, both in earth and 
in heaven, are summoned to praise their Creator as best they may. The 
heavenly bodies and tlhe spiritual intelligences which in iabit the heavens, the 
earth with all its various forms of life culminating in man, are to praise 
Aimighty God by unconscious obedience to the law which governs them, or by 
conscious acknowledgement of Him, its cuthor, as the case may be. The sun 
and moon, the stars, the fire and vapour, the snow and the bail, the wild 
beasts and the tame cattle, the birds and the reptiles, and, in the.r magnificent 
freedom so perfect in its obedience, the holy angels—these all do obcy the law 
of the Creator, while man lives on tlre frcntier between obedience and disobs- 
dience. But it mightat first sight seem to an observer that there are forces 
in nature which somehow have escaped from God's rule, which are an insurrec- 
tion against Mim, since they bring upon his world destruction and death. 
And therefore when the Psalmist names the storm and the wind, he is careful 
to add, “fulfilling His word.” The storm and the wind, he maintains, although 
somewhat against appearances, are, or may be, so much the other way that the fact 
can hardly be taken for granted, and requires insisting on. Wind and storm, scem- 
ingly the outbreak.of anarchy in the midst of the realm of order, are yet, ir reality, 
the expression of the same perfect will as that on which they violently innov «te 
—“ Wind and storm fulfilling His word.” “ Fulfilling His word.” We may 
remember, some of us, walking through a park on the day after a hurricane 
leaves, twigs, branches, wrenched violently from their trunks, strew the soil in 
every direction; oaks which have stood erect perhaps for centuries now lic 
prostrate. Nor is vegetable life the only sufferer. The eye rests on what may 
remain of a nest of young bicds dashed from their shattered hom upon the 
ground, or perbaps here and there an animal which had ran for shelter 
beneath the cover of a tree already tottering to its fall, Everywhere we are 
met with 


A SCENE OF RUIN, 
which nature with her patient energy wil! take years to repair. Or we are on 
the sea coast: the angry waves are subsiding,, and as we. waich them they 
presently lay at our feet the timbers of what we know a few hours ago must 
have been the home of human beings; and then one, and then another, 
fragment of a ship's furniture is floated up; and ther perhaps, at last, a human 
body, so bruised and gashed by its rude coniact with the rocks as to be scarcely 


recognisable. And then, as we walk along the shore, we meet a bewildered _ 


mother with her infant child. Sheis going to find that ber fears are too well 
founded ; that corpse that we have just left will tell her that she and ber 
infant@re alone in the world, and that she will never again hear the voice, 
or look into the eyes which made her young hfe so bright and joyous. 
“Fulfilling His word.” Somehow or other, thea, His word is fulfilled in this 
devastation and disfigurement of that which His own hands have made, and 
ihe agent which: jnflicts it obeys some law as regular as that which governs 
the motion of a planet, although with more compicx conditions, In its early 
history this earth seems to have been the scene of a series of catastrophes 
each of them the product of existing law, each the preparation for some 
higher forms of life. God-—-we may dare thus to speak of His works 
in Nature as distinguished from his action in the moral world—God, 
mighty in His omniscience and Omnipotence, might have ordered it otherwise 
But He has, in fact, made death the precursor and servant of life; at least 
everywhere, or almost everywhere, in nature. Alike in the vegetable and the 
animal worlds, the dead furnish nourishment for the living, and the stom, 
which seems to be the antagonist of life, is such only on a relatively small scale 
and incidentally; it is, in the main, a great fertiliser of that which, but for it, 
would be inert and unproductive. For in the view of Him who sees all that 
has been, that is, that will be, there is beyond the immediate present the 
illimitable future, and in some way the present ruin mos; assuredly is preparing 
for that future. And still more, behind the seen and the visible world there is 
the world invisible and moral, and in ways which we do not suspect as yet, its 
high requirements may be, must-be, provided for. But this is a large subject, 


and its consideration must be posiponed till next week, 
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The Great Communal Scheme: 


Shall Jews’ College be Removed? 


From “ BENEMETH.” 
[To THe Epiror.] 


Sir,—What bas become of “the great Communal Scheme”? Over a 


-monih has elapsed since the meeting at the Central Hall, Westminster, and the 


promoters have given no sign of life. One would have thought that it would 
bave been policy to strike the iron while it was hot and not to allow weeks to 
elapse before forming the Council and proceeding with the appeal. It will be 
a pity if the scheme is allowed to pass into the limbo of forg>tten things, or 
become, like the poet's classic hexameter, something that “like a wounded 
snake drags its slow length along.” 


But while the promoters have been hiding their lights under bushels of 
silence, Opinion has been crystallising in certain sections of the Community 
against one of the objects of the suggested fund—the removal of Jews’ College 
to Oxford or Cambridge. 1 crave permission to marshall before your readers 
some of the objections that are being advanced to this portion of the scheme. 

In the first place it is questionable whether this proposal is not based upon 
am incorrect diagnosis. If, as is alleged, Jews’ College, as at present con- 
stituted, bas been a failure—which is arguable—may this not be attributable 
Jess to its location than to the scanty financial support which it has received ? 


‘A London child may be underfed. The cure is food, not a change of climate. 


Hf the College bad been adequately endowed, it could have attracted to it, 
and supported during their student days, all the men of ability and culture 
that, it is alleged, have so far not sought its curriculum. At least /100,000 of 
the Memorial Fund will have to be sunk in bricks and mortar and the purchase 
of a site at Oxford or Cambridge. With the income of this sum at least a 
dozen men at any one time could be taught at Jews’ College, sent to Oxford or 
Cambridge, if necessary, and receive a handsome supplement for a term of 
years to the stipend of any post that they might accept as the beginning of their 
Ministerial careers. So much for the financial aspect of the question. 


Another important argument against Oxford and Cambridge is that these 
universities are essentially centres of Anglican thought. The students would 
be steeped in an utterly non-Jewish environment. They would be surrounded 
with thoroughly “assimilationist ” infl€#€nces for a considerable number of years. 
Whereas, on the other hand, London is a great Jewish centre. The student of 
Jews’ College in the metropolis is kept perforce in the main stream of com- 
munal activity. He has many opportunities of coming in contact with his 
fellow-Jews, knowing, and becoming known to them. In Oxford and 
Cambridge he would have only the narrow circle of his fellow-students and 
Professors. 


The academic difficulties are many and of great moment. With the best 
will in the world I believe the teaching staff at the College regard them as 
insurmountable. If the College is to be for undergraduates, the young men 
would lose whatever influences the ordinary colleges baveto offer. If it is to be 
post-graduate, how will the students be able to secure that grounding in 
Rabbinics in early years which most teachers of Jewish science regard as 
essential? Would the University tutors regard with favour students of classics 
Or mathematics pursuing another course of study simultaneously with their 
degree work? Even in London there are difficulties in this respect. But 
granting that all these difficulties can be surmounted, is Jews’ College likely to 
become a corporate part of the University? Areeventhe Christian Theological 
Colleges admitted? Is it not a fact that there is censiderable heartburning 
Owing to the anomalous position which these institutions occupy in the 
University? In London, at any rate, Jews’ College teachers are recognised 
by the University, and I understand that only technical matters affecting the 
curriculum, and the hours af study, preclude Jews’ College from becoming one 
of the constituents of the University. It seems to me that the removal to 
Oxford or Cambridge has been mooted without the ground having been fully 
explored and practical difficulties fully examined. 


One can quite understand that the Council of Jews’ College, with a large 
endowment dangled in front of them, swallowed the scheme in its crude form, 
though I gather from your columns that they are beginning to have misgivings, 


May I urge, very strongly, that these arguments against one nortion of the 
scheme should not militate against itasa whole, There seems to be genera] 
agreement (1) that religious education should be endowed; (2) that Jews’ 
College should be endowed; and (3) that a reorganisation of our ministerial 
machinery is an urgent desideratum. Apart from the question of Oxford or 
Cambridge, the scheme appears to command universal assent. It isto be hoped 
that the promoters of the scheme will take the Community into their confidence 
as to the manner in which they intend to proceed with their appeal and their 
answers to the questions which I have formulated on the central portion of their 
proposals.

ZIONISM IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 
fParis F.O.C.] 

In the course of a debate in the Chamber on the relations of France with 
the Vatican, M. de Monzie criticised the attitude of the Foreign Minister 
towards Zionism. 

Addressing the Minister, he said: “Do you imagine that it is good 
policy to ignore Zionism as you bave done, to content yourself with a 
preface to the writings of M. Sokolow, and to follow in the wake of 
Mr. Balfour or any other promoter of a Jewish State? You know that 
peoples, and especially the new peoples that are being formed, will not 
readily content themselves with sentimental manifestations. Between the 
eloquent preface you have written to M. Sokolow’s work and the prac- 
tical and effective support which American Zionists, in accord with 
Justice Brandeis and President Wilson, have given to the establishment of a 
Jewish State or a Jewish Home, do you imagine that to-morrow there wil! not 
be hesitation on the part of the élite of the Jews redeemed on the land of their 
desires? The Zionists will say, ‘France has spoken, but she bas not acted.’ 
You are represented in the Commission which has been charged with the 
organisation of the Jewish Home in Palestine; but by whom? By an honest 
little fellow, a naturalised Bulgarian, a very gallant man, but who in the 
presence of the important personalities, the representatives of America and 
England, gives the impression that France will discharge at a rebate the debis 
of the heart which she bas pledged herself to acknowledge.” 

The Minister made no reply.

LECTURE BY DR. YAHUDA. 


Unpber the auspices of the English Zionist Federation a lecture in Hebrew 
was delivered by Dr. S. A. Yabuda,at Jews’ College, last Wednesday. The 
ball was packed to its utmost capacity. Rabbi Dr. S. Datcues presided. 

Dr. YAHUDA dealt with the subject of Hebrew Poetry in the earliest times 
of Israel's history down to the period of the Judges. He described the life, 
manners, customs, and laws in those days, not only of the Jews, but also of 
the neighbouring tribes. He dealt exhaustively with the Arabs, their life and 
literature, and quoted numerdus poems, comparing them with some of the early 
Hebrew productions. From the comparisons, he made it clear how closely 
Arab poetry resembled in form, metre, construction, and phrasing, even 
in the way of ghought, with that of the early Hebrew poetry. He cited 
some of the old Hebrew poetry that remained from the time when Israel was in 
the wilderness, remarking that even more than that which remained was 
unfortunately lost, The lecturer concluded with a reference to the present 
Jewish hope for the renascence of Hebrew literature, together with the revival 
of the Jewish people in the Jewish land. | 

M. USSISHKIN, who received an ovation, said that the lecturer had shewn 
them the close relationship between the Jewsand the Arabs, That close relation- 
ship should dispose of the fears entertained in some quarters concerning their 
attitude towards their cousins. The Jews were going back to the East because 
it was their natural home, and were not going to bring in the bad ways of the 
West. 

Mr. HILLEL ZLATAPOLSKY appealed to the gathering to study Hebrew. 
The Rev. M. H. SEGAL, M.A., who recently returned from Palestine as a 
member of the Commission, also addressed the audience.

More- 
over, I did not speak of the Hebrew of the gentleman I criticised, for, unfortu- 
nately, | am ignorant of Hebrew, and I am not in the babit of criticising things 
I know nothing about. 

As regards Lieut. Jabotinsky s references to Major Stern's statement, I can 
only say as one who heard it that it again had no reference whatever to Mr, 
Falk, for Major Stern was describing a condition of affairs up to and preceding 
the capture of Jerusalem, when the Jewish regiments were not in Palestine. 

I can only for myself express regret thatso worthy a man asthe Rey. L. A.

Mr. HAROLD L. BEnRENS presided at a well-attended public meeting, held at 


Derby Hall, on Sunday. He said the Society appeared to be little known in 
Manchester, because people thought it was run by one 
SOCIETY FOR THE particular class, whereas the Committee desired that 
PROTECTION OF all classes should be represented on it. The work bad 
GIRLS AND WOMEN. hitherto been done by five ogsix persons. The Society 
was formed eig! t years ago and had done excellent work. 


~ Mr. N. 1, Adler bad acted as Hon. Investigator and had worked zealously; but 


he now found it necessary toretire. Certain people had said that such a Socrety 
was not necessary, but walking that day through Strangeways and Hightown he 
was sorry to observe a number of young girls walking about the sireets behaving 
in such a manner that their parents would certainly disapprove. Evilscertainly 
did exist, and it was no use closing their eyes when so much bad to be done. 
The Society hitherto had not received much support from the Community, and © 
be earnestly appealed for adequaté funds to enable it to continue its important 
work. They bad that day the advantage of a visit from Mr. Claude G, 
Montefiore, whom he cordially welcomed, 


Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE said that now tbat the war was over he 
earnestly hoped a better and happier time had come for the country and for the 
world ; be also hoped it would be a happier time for Jews abroad and that 
inose living in Rumania, Russia, and Poland would as a resuit receive their 
full rights and privileges. The present was not a time for folded bands and 
sleepy satisfaction: it was a time of grave and heavy problems and 
Jews had 


took their share in serving it equally as well in time of peace. On the whole, 
Jews had won a good name by their conduct in the war; lei them now gain a 
good name by grappling with problems in times of peace. Let them help theirown 
brotherhood by removing the blots, the stains, and painful sores that existed 
in their midst. It was about one particular great evil that he had come down 
espec'ally from London to speak, and for checking which the Association in 
London and the Society in Manchester existed. It was oné than which there 
was no greater stain on thé honour of the Community and no greater blemish 
on its shield. ere was no evil in their midst that caused more wretchedness 
and misery, and it caused that misery not only to the guiity but likewise to the 
innocent. The Society for which the Chairman had pleaded that afternoon 
was one of the most important of any Communal Institutions; its work was of 
a most pressing and vital character, its needs most urgent and solemn. He 
asked for their sympathy and co-operation: for any help that could be rendered 
to check human depravity, human wickedness and musery helped the 
Jewish cause, and was also an important service to the State. Work 
could and should be done in three directions, thus killing three birds with 
one stone—that of punishment, rescue, and prevention. Some people asserted 
that in taking up such work they were doing no good but only fouling their own 
nest and washing their dirty linen in public. But he (Mr. Montefiore) was of 
opinion that it was mucb better to wash their linen in public than to keep it 
permanently dirty. (Cheers.) The public knew it was dirty and also knew 
the Jewish participation in it. The growth of unchastity could no longer be 
ignored or doubted , it was well known to both Jewish and Christian workers, 
to the authorities and also to the police, andthe ostrich policy was of no use 
whatever. He had no reason to believe that Jewish immorality predominated, 
but every denomination must look after iis own followers. For such Jewish 
immorality that did exist there might be offered many excuses. Some might 
find it in the treatment and perseculion accorded to our coreligionists abroad. 
If people were persecuted, some moral degradation was bound to ensue. 
The war had not stopped the evil; on the contrary, it had increased it in all 
communities—not only in the Jewish Community, but in all. For the momen? 
there was less international traffic in girls; but there were, nevertheless; other 
forms of the evil, and of many of these there had been an increase on account 
of the war. There had unfortunately been acertain decrease in parental control. 
And there had been various ways in which the increase of temptations had brought 
about an increase of resultant evils. The descent to Hell had unfortunately 
been made more easy during the war. Sad to relate there were many girls at 
this moment trembling on the brink of immorality and about to fall. Some 
were quite young, mere children, some were going to fall not by their own act 
but by the vice of men. If their own sisters or daughter were affected 
by that sort of thing, what steps would they not take, what money would 
they not spend in order to save them? And if it were a stranger shonid 
one not do bis utmost to save her’ Should they not try and help her and 
also punish the scoundrels who tempted her’? Then there were a number 
who had fallen, some against their own will, others again doing hard work 
and leading grinding lives but wanting amusement and taking amuse- 
ment as it came to them. In London many had fallen not for gain for 
themselves but for that of some scoundrefs who derived benefit from their 
shame. The shame would be to the Community that could give help, but 
either through indifference or some other cause refused it. Help was required 
to drag to the light the evils that existed with a view to preventing them. 
Some people said there had always been social evil and always would be, 
that it could not be stopped and ihat it was of no use knocking one’s head 
against a wall. But there had likewise always been thieves, yet these pcople 
agreed that measures should be taken against thieving because they were 
anxious to look after their own property. Sexual immorality -brought 
about the terrible diseases that were rampant in their midst. It was an 
evil of the body, therefore, as well as an evil of the soul. The Association 
in London and the Society in Manchester were working for the prevention 
of the disease to which he had called attention, and people could 
help them in many ways by warning and by rescuing, and thus doing a noble 
work. The one way to make good their reputation as Jews was not by attempt- 
ing to provide universal whitewash, but by labouring to do al! they could in 
co-operation with others to belp such a Society as that for which he was 
pleading, and thus to assist in removing the blot from their shield. The 
highest conceptidn of religious duty was the imitation of God; let them render 
all help possible to those in whose behalf the Society was labouring, and thus- 
do something which in doing they would: be following in the footsteps of their 
divine Father. (Applause.) 

Mr. S. COHEN, Secretary of the London Association for the Protection of 
Girls and Women, said that the work of the Association had now becomé more 
widely known, and it was urgent that the appeal of the Chairman should be 
answered. lf people in Manchester would come forward and help with their 


money they could establisb such an Association in Manchester On a larger seale. 
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than the present Society, which was so hampered by want of funds. They had 
received much assistance in the past through the efforts of such workers as Mr. 

_N. IL Adler, Mrs. Salomon, and Mrs. Isaacs. Mr. Cohen, after detailing the 
horrors of venereal disease and of the urgent importance of an association to 
look after young girls by preventive and rescue work, concluded by making a 
strong appeal for the necessary communal assistance. 

Mr, NATHAN Lask1, J:P., moved “ That the Manchester Community gives 
its heartiest support to the Manchester Society for the Protection of Girls and 
Women.” He said the speeches of Mr. Montefiore and Mr. Cohen had indeed 
touched their hearts to the full, and it behoved’ them to take steps to give every | 
assistance possible. He was glad to see that the lay heads of the Community 
were well represented at that gathering, but when he looked around he asked : 
where are the “ Rabbonim"? Those were the men who should also be thereto — 

' participate in that work; they must use their influence in the pulpit, and by 

' other methods bring home to the people the great danger tbat existed and the 
means to prevent it, It was important work, and it was a religious work, and 
should be done by ministers. As a magistrate aud Chairman for three years 
of the Probation Office of Manchester, hé could speak with some authority of 
the excellent work done. Taking the percentage of the Jewish population, he ic 
could assert that the purity of the Jewesses in that city was far greater than 
that of other citizens. He felt certain that the Manchester Society would 


receive the help it required from the Manchester Community now they were 
cognisant of its requirements.

the kind remarks of Mr. Laski, whom be valued very highly as one always at 
hand to give good advice when difficulties arose, and thus make bis office much 
easier. He (the Lord Mayor) knew the worth of the Jewish Community com- 
mercially, and appreciated them as law-abiding citizens. 

Under the auspices of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, the 
LorD MAvyor subsequently presided over a meeting in the Town Hall. After 
extending a welcome on behalf of the city of Manchester to Mr. de Rothschild 


J and Mr. Robert Waley Coben, he paid a iribute to the loyal and patriotic 


attitude of the Jewish Commanity during the war; the sacrifices made by the 
Community and by all citizens had not been in vain. 

Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD, who was well received, after expressing his thanks 
for the hearty welcome extended to him and to Mr. Waley Cohen, said he was 
pleased to put forward the scheme for the Jewish War Memorial, the success 
of which depended on the co-operation and support it received throughout the 
country. He had watched the scheme grow as an onlooker. The true workers 
were Major F. C. Stern, Mr. Robert Waley Cohen, and Lord Swaythling. The 
question of a war memorial was a delicate and difficult matter. There were 
two classes of opinions—one was to erect a structure mainly ornamental, the 
other urged something of an educational nature. For a scheme of that kind 
to be successful, it must be adopted by the whole Community. The Jews of 
to-day and generations to come should be taught to lead better lives and to 
bring up their children as better Jews. Even the most optimistic could not be 
satisfied with the present mode of religious education, Co-ordination of relig‘ous 
instruction was much needed. Good teachers and good Jewish Colleges were 
necessary so that Jewish children might be trained to grow up good citizens. 
It must be recognised that Oxford and Cambridge were two great centres of 
learning with which it would be difficult to compete. He thought all Jewish 
students who aspired to become ministers should stay a few years at either 
place and live a kosher life’; afterwards they might take a post graduate course 
at one of the Universities, Then the Community might secure a good type of 
minister, able to help and work in the social activities of the Community. As 
regards criticism of the scheme, he asked for it to be helpful, not destructive. 

Mr. NRoBERT WALEY COHEN said that the scheme was an attempt to 
ensure that future generations might combine Jewish citizenship with Jewish 
knowledge. Their coreligionists in other parts of the world were about to have 
better conditions of existence, so that there would be no inducement for them 
to come over here unless a good Jewish citizenship were set up. By setting up a 
memorial college of Jewish learning the Community would ensure that there 
would always be a steady out-turn of Jewish ministers endowed with the spirit 
of the country in which they lived, To teach religion as a living force, there 
must be men who understand the Jewish mission, the hopes and aspirations of 
the people, and who had been imbued with their ideals by dwelling and studying 
among them. He thought there could not be a finer memorial to those who 
had given their lives for their country than to lay the foundations of a structire 
that would combine the true spirit of the British Empire with the spirit of Jewish 
traditions. It was desirous to endow religious instruction and to endeavour to 
improve the status of the Jewish ministry throughout the Empire. The Council 
were not at present appealing for funds, but were anxious only to gain the approval 
and support of a community like Manchester so as to bring their efforts to a 
successful conclusion.

MR. AARON ISENBERG, 

Death continues to garner the harvest of youth. In the untimely demise 
>i Aaron Isenberg, in the flower of manhood, local Jewry has sustained a loss 
which at this fateful era of National Resucitation it could ill afford. First and 
foremost, Aaron Isenberg was a passionate lover of his people, instantly seizing 
with a knightly ardour the gauntlet for the Community from anyone—not 
unusually the Gentile Press—who Zared for a moment to impugn its integrity. 

For some years he was Vice-President of the local Y:M.Z.A., where bis 
vigorous counsel infused the movement with that youthful virility which has 
helped Zionism into the realm of Practical Politics. For the past six years he 
was Hon. Secretary of the Association of Old Boys of. the Liverpool Hebrew 
Schools, and it was his indefatigable efforts in this capacity that bas carved for 
him a perpetual niche in the gallery of the most cherished sons of the Alma 
Mater. His literary attainments were of no small order—his memoranda and 
essays show a wit, a cynicsm, and an elegance of exceptional purity. 

Of delicate constitution, be was compelled to follow an out-of-door voca- 
tion, which frequently brought him into contact with the poor Jews of the city. 
It was there, indeed, as a voluntary official scribe and poor man’s lawyer that 
he was regarded with special affection and esteem. 

Of a sunny disposition, bubbling over with the joie de vivre, Death's grim 
hold on him never for a moment depressed his happy hold on Life. Lamented 
by anumerous circle of friends and schoolfellows, old and young, bis loving

A Talk with Miss Katie Goldsmith.

Italian-looking and of very artistic appearance; she looks but litile 
more than a schoolgirl, and is refreshingly natural and unspoilt. 
Music means everyjhing to her and she has been destined for a musical career 


appeals to a bight young girl. “I bave been teaching the violin,” she 
told me, “and simply love teaching because I never. feel nervous, 
whereas when I play in public I still suffer agonies of nervousness. But 
now that I lave so many engagements it is very difficult to find time 
for teaching as one is so occupied with study, rehearsals, etc., not to speak of 
concerts. Yes,” she replied in answer to a question, “ the critics were very kind 
to me after my concert at the Queen's Hall, June 14th. I played two Brabms’

One felt that mere expression, mere variance of soft and loud, fell far short of 
expressing in the warm ‘tear-stained harmonies of a Nocturne or a Vrelude, al) 
that mad joy and consequent piteous despair whic!i man chained, Prometheus- 
like, to the barren rocks of existence, must endure, and which of all composers 
Chopin has so vividly represented. The programme included Beethoveu's 
Sonata Op. 31 No. 2, and Allemande of Lach. 

On Monday afternoon, at the Wigmore Hall, Mr. W. H. Helliwell gave a 
piano recital, his programme including three Beethoven Sonatas, some work 
of Chopin, and Prelude and Fugue of Mendelssohn. Mr. Hetliwell is a pianist 
possessed of great fire, which unfortunately often consumes his sense of 
proportion. 7 

Miss Gertrude Azulay's pupils’ pianoforte recital was held at Hove, at the 
Town Hall, last Wednesday week. The programme which her pupils presented 
was entirely the work of Lritish composers, and, as Miss Azulay pointed out in 
her'introductory remarks, the pastoral simplicity of works, written esyecially 
for children, insures their thorough comprehension of what they p'ay.

Driver. He proved himself to be a very gifted pupil, with natural facility and 
poetic insight.

A MEETING of the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation was 


held yesterday week at the Vestry Room, Heneage Lane. Mr. Evsrace A.. 


LinbDO, the Vice-President, was in the chair. There were also present

The Elders agreed to an amendment of the Ascamoth, making it illegal for 
a pensioned officerrof the congregation to take part in meetings of the Yehidim. 

Mr. F. N. MARTINEZ brought up a report concerning the Barbados 
Synagogue, which he said was in a deplorable condition. There were only two 
Jews left on the island. The synagogue had some property attached to it which 
did not produce sufficient to keep the building and the burial ground in proper 
repair, but he did not think it was adequately administered. The burial ground 
aiso needed considerableattention. The trust deed provided that the synagogue 
should revert to the London Congregation when there were no longer any Jews 
on the island, and the question arose whether that reversion did not now become 
operative. 
_ Dr. ISRAEL drew attention to an action which was heard in the Chancery 
‘ourt some years ago, as a result of which a small fund in respect of the 
Barbados Synagogue came into the hands of the Congregation. 

It was agreed that a Committee should investigate the matter, interview

IN a previous contribution, the writer had occasion to remark the striking 
changes that have taken place in the social order. These changes, evident on 
all sides, stand out in bold contrast at our seaside resorts in the summer of 1919. 
We are face to face with a newly-created class in the Community, aclass whose 
riches have arisen directly oilt of the war; aclass that bas not the saving grace 
of culture or even of literacy. Its members are dazzled—there is no other 
word for it—at the prospect which opens out before them. They are dazzlin 
us too, with the outward evidence of their material wealth, evidence so belove 
of our brothers who bail from Eastern Europe. 


It had always seemed to me that in these erstwhile immigrants we had 
a bulwark—the bulwark—of Anglo-Jewish orthodoxy. Even if the children, 
carried away by intoxicating draughts from the cap of freedom, chose to depart 
from tradition and usage, the parents at least were staunch and true. Yet, 
what do we find? The elder folk are patronising the non-Jewish hotels, “ doing 
as Rome does,” even though they offer the slight concession of reading yestet - 
day's Yiddish daily—sent by post—in the publicity of the beach. 


Materfamilias has, of course, discarded the Shuwitel for a Bond Street 
“transformation.” And, believe me, ths Shite! suited her better ! 


Let me say this much in their favour: These emancipated immigrants are 
quietly gorgeous, as compared with the aggressive gorgeousness of the middle- 
class Jewish holiday-making business folk of those far off, pre-war days. Here, 
then, lies their one saving grace, although the spectacle of these sedate folk 
emerging from the swing doors of the ‘‘ swagger” hotels is a sight for the 
gods. 


Just another instance: A friend of mine who dabbles occasionally in the 
estate agency line, was approached the other day by one of his Jewish clerks. 
The young gentleman, who resides within biscuit-toss of Brick Lane, enquired 
whether his employer “ would do father a favour.” “Father” was known as 
being in the tailoring line, so that the request savoured of the unusual. 
“Well? ” enquired my friend; “ what is it?” “Father would like to buy a 
house, in the Cricklewood district, for preference. Have you anything you 
can offer him?” My friend was astonished. It seemed, he told me, as if the 
world were tumbling around him. And so this metamorphosis proceeds merrily, 
Whitechapel emerging laboriously from the chrysalis stage to that of the 
gorgeous butterfly of Cricklewood. 


Those who have lived in this delectable district for years, assure me that it is 
“ setting as bad as Wentworth Street,” so unpleasant are the after-effects of 
the new immigration. They are excelling Maylair in the elegance of their 
motor cars: their Rolls-Royces would excite a Marquis toenvy. And yet you 
can see their womenfolk going hatless to market, though in their ears may 
twinkle the equivalent ofaprince’s ransom. With them they have brought the 
Ghetto ways and thé Ghetto’s love for driving a bargain. That they prod the 
raw fish to the manner born, and treat the fishmonger as an inveterate enemy, 
are features of the invasion that have plunged the older resijents into the abyss 
of despair. It is a quaintly amusing situation, particularly trying to those con- 
scientious folk who are wondering whether the much-vaunted brotherhood of 
Israel is equal to this embarrassing strain. 

But remember this: these Communal Croesases have, in the majority of 
instances, passed their early days under unenviable conditions, conditions that 
have played havoc with physique and constitution. As a consequence we find 
that the new conditions of life have lost much of their. imagined savour ; for it 
is a fact that 90 per cent. of their number travel from place to place with a 
medicine chest as their constant companion. Perhaps my indigent readers, 
amazed at the emergence of this new social order, will find consolation in the 
verity that health is still the greatest wealth of all. 

My Scottish friends may be interested to hear that an article, “The 
Work among Jews.” appears in the June namber of The Record of 
the United Free Church of Scotland. The writer opens with the 
regretful admission that “work among Jews has been the Cinderella of 
missionary service.” His closing note is especially illuminating: “ Tie 
Jew may be less than one per ceat. of the human race, but a very different 
percentage of influence does he exert in the counsels of nations, in the Press, 
in commerce, in the thought and the activities of the world.” Sandwiched 
between these two assertions are the usual plans for tackling-a problem as old 
as Judaism itself—the conversion of the Jew to Christianity. Why not a real 
live movement, here and now, to convert the indifferent Jew to hisown grand 
faith ? 

Before me is a list of penny pamphlets issued by the Society for the Distribu- 
tion of Jewish Literature (67, Whitechapel Road, E 1). Several of these I recog- 
nise as reprints from the ever-delightful “‘ Sabbath Readings ” of Michael Henry. 
These, of course, are tracts in the accepted sense of the word, but no literature

Hebrew Teachers’ Association. 
[OFFICIALLY COMMU'NICATED.| 


Under the auspices of the Association, a meeting, attended by the Head- 
masters and Teachers of the London Talmud Torahs, was held last week at 4, 
Fulbourne Street, to consider means for improving Hebrew education in London. 

Dayan FELDMAN, at whose instance the meeting was called, said it was obvious 
that the ¢ystem of Mebrew teaching was tn great need of reform. The great desideratum 
in all Hebrew teaching was that it should have a lasting effect and create a feeling of 
love for the work in the minds of the pupils. Some Talmud Torahs had achieved 
this result in a measure, but others were behind in this respect. The obvious 
solution was co-operation between the various institutions. He suggested 
frequent meetings of teachers to ex:hange views and discuss ways and means to 
improve the system of Hebrew teaching. Another great factor in the present 
unsatisfactory state of affairs was the inability of the teacher (frequently foreign born) 
to understand the psychology of the English-Jewish child, a state of affairs very 
detrimental to the advancement of Hebrew teaching. He suggested, as a remedy, a 
course of training for Talmud Torah teachers in Pedagogy. He then proceeded to 
deal with the questions of continuation classes for boys of fourteen and upwards who 
had left the Talmud Torahs, and with.the extreme shortage of teachers. Regarding 
the private *Chedorim,” he said that they were olten conducted by incompetent men. 
He suggested some form of certificate from the Beth Din to show that a man was 
capable to teach, 

Mr. Tess“. said that the solution of all the problems lay in the formation of a 
central authority over all the Talmud Torahs. Subsequent speakers, who in the main 
supported Mr. Tessel's suggestion, were the Rev. J]. K. Goldbloom, Messrs. H. 
Liebert, Mushin, J. Kahan, and Lifschitz. 

The following resolutions were adopted:—(1) That Dayan Feldman should 
approach the Commiunitv with a view to the formation of a Central Authority over all 
Jewish educational instit :tions; and (2) that Dayan Feldman should arrange a course 
of training for Hebrew cachers.

numerous complaints from the Jewish public to the effect that some of the 
Jewish butchers in London are charging their customers excessive prices in con- 
travention of the orders of the Food Controllor, and that it is the intention of 
the Ministry of Food to take immediate steps in all such cases. This Board 
thinks it right to give warning, and point out that the conviction of any butcher 
will probably involve the revocation of the licence of this Board.” 

A Yippbisn PrRimer.—Mr., Philip Blackman, F.C.S., has edited a Yiddish- 
English primer in Mariborough’s “Self Taught” series. It is admirably 
arranged with extensive vocabularies and should prove extremely useful to 
Yiddish-speaking persons desirous of learning English.

In the course 
of his letter he says: “1 was deeply moved 
by the letter of your nephew, who so 
pathetically appeals for guidance in his 
young sad life—without a mother—as to the 
problem of Sabbath observance. It is well 
that he has confided in you and your 
readers who, I am sure, will include some 
with a similar experience to that of your 
nephew.

I may say from 
experience since my youth that the Sabbath 
tan be kept holy if only we have the will to 
do so. @ must first of all cultivate faith, 
not only pessively, but practically.

He succumbed to the 
temptation, and felt very sorry afterwards 
that he had not had the strength of will to 
resist. He believes that if one really prays 
for the removal of obstructions the 
mountains of difficulties will become level 
plains. He concludes an earnest letter 
with the prayer that Leslie and his father 
may yetcall the Sabbath day a delight and 
rejoice in God's kingdom.
